ANNUAL    REPORT 


ADJUTANT- GENERAL 


Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  x^djutant- 
General,  December  1,  1898,  I  found  the  Guard  begin- 
ning to  emerge  from  the  confusion  and  disorganization 
occasioned  by  the  War  with  Spain.  My  predecessor, 
with  the  assistance  of  Major  Charles  L.  Davis,  Eleventh 
United  States  Infantry,  then  in  charge  of  this  office, 
had  taken  steps  to  reorganize  the  military  forces  of  the 
State,  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  governing  the 
United  States  Army.  This  work  of  reorganization  has 
been  necessarily  slow  and  rendered  more  difficult  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  State's  military  stores  were 
almost  completely  expended  in  equipping  the  Volunteer 
Regiments  before  they  were  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States.  With  these  conditions  confront- 
ing me,  I  realized  that  it  would  be  a  difficult  task  to 
accomplish  anything  like  satisfactory  results  during 
this  year.  All  possible  means  have  been  employed  to 
restore  the  Guard  to  its  former  usefulness  and  efficiency, 
and  I  am  gratified  to  report  that  rapid  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction.  The  officers  and  enlisted 
men  have  displayed  a  most  commendable  zeal  in  their 
efforts  to  bring  about  a  high  standard  of  efficiency,  and 
for  this  they  deserve  the  thanks  and  most  cordial  sup- 
port of  the  whole  State. 

STRENGTH   OF   THE    GUARD. 

The  report  of  this  Department  for  1898  shows  the 
total  strength  of  the  Guard,  December  1,  1898,  to  be 
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1,084  officers  and  enlisted  men,  divided  as  follows:  Gen- 
eral Staff,  31;  Regimental  Field  and  Staff,  19;  Naval 
Brigade  Commander  and  Staff,  39;  Infantry  Compa- 
nies, 23,  with  total  of  705  officers  and  enlisted  men; 
Naval  Divisions,  5,  with  total  of  266  officers  and  en- 
listed men,  and  1  Artillery  Detachment,  numbering  24 
officers  and  enlisted  men.  Since  December  1,  1898,  13 
Infantry  Companies  and  2  Naval  Divisions  have  been 
accepted  and  assigned  to  the  Regiments  and  Naval 
Brigade.  Daring  the  year  2  companies  have  been  dis- 
banded—  one,  the  Scotland  Neck  Riflemen,  for  failing 
to  attend  the  Encampment  at  Morehead ;  the  other,  the 
Granite  City  Guards,  of  Mount  Airy,  for  general  ineffi- 
ciency and  disgraceful  conduct  of  its  commanding  offi- 
cer. The  latter  company  has  been  replaced  by  one  that 
promises  to  be  of  service  and  a  credit  to  the  Guard. 
The  present  strength  of  the  Guard,  including  General 
Staff,  Regimental  and  Naval  Brigade  Staffs,  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  is  1,974.  There  are  3  Regiments  of 
Infantry,  2  with  12  companies  each,  and  one  with  11 
companies ;  1  Naval  Brigade  of  7  Divisions  and  1  Artil- 
lery Detachment. 

ORGANIZATION. 

It  was  deemed  wise  to  organize  the  military  forces  of 
the  State  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  governing 
the  United  States  Army,  and  with  this  end  in  view,  the 
General  Assembly  of  1899  authorized  an  increase  in  the 
State-'Guard  companies  so  as  to  make  3  Regiments  of 
12  companies  each,  a  Naval  Brigade  of  8  Divisions  and 
1  Detachment  of  Artillery.  In  addition  to  this  increase 
of  companies,  the  Legislature,  recognizing  the  impor-* 
tance  of  a  well-regulated  military  force  in  protecting 
the  lives  and  property  of  our  people,  and  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  law,  and  as  a  mark  of  confidence 
in  the  State's  citizen  soldiery  and   appreciation  of  its 
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past  service,  also  increased  the  annua]  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  the  Guard  from  $0,000  to  $16,000.  The 
laws  governing  the  State  Guard  were  also  amended  so 
as  to  bring  about  a  higher  state  of  efficiency  and  pro- 
mote better  discipline. 

I  regret  to  be  called  upon  to  report  the  death  of  Major 
Spencer  L.  Hart,  Assistant  Inspector-General.  The 
Guard  has  sustained  a  serious  loss.  He  was  always 
loyal  to  the  State's  best  interest,  and  was  especially  de- 
voted to  her  military  affairs. 

Upon  the  muster-out  of  the  First  Regiment  North 
Carolina  Volunteers  from  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  a  number  of  old  guardsmen,  who  are  always 
ready  to  aid  in  making  the  State  Guard  the  pride  of  our 
people,  suggested  that  it  would  be  a  most  fitting  recog- 
nition of  the  very  creditable  record  of  this  Regiment 
while  in  the  service  of  our  country  to  have  it  in  its  en- 
tirety as  a  part  of  the  State  Guard.  It  gave  me  pleasure 
to  act  upon  these  suggestions,  and  in  July  last  10  of 
the  12  companies  that  volunteered  were  reorganized 
as  State-Guard  companies  and  accepted  for  State  ser- 
vice. While  it  has  been  impossible  to  equip  all  the 
companies  of  this  Regiment,  still  they  are  loyal  and  en- 
thusiastic. 

The  other  2  regiments  are  complete,  save  1  company 
in  the  Second,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  prog- 
ress being  made  by  them.  All  of  the  Regimental  Com- 
manders have  manifested  great  interest  in  their  com- 
mands, being  at  all  times  ready  to  sacrifice  their  pri- 
vate business  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Guard. 

I  congratulate  myself  upon  having  the  support  and 
cooperation  of  such  well-equipped  and  loyal  officers. 

EQUIPMENT    AND    CONDITION    OF   THE   GUARD. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  supplies  in 
the  hands  of  the  troops  that  volunteered  in  the  War 
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with  Spain,  and  also  those  stored  in  the  Arsenal,  were 
carried  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  by  the  Vol- 
unteer Regiments,  it  has  been  impossible  to  equip  the 
new  organizations  as  they  should  be.  Many  of  them 
have  no  equipment  at  all,  not  even  arms.  Repeated 
efforts  have  been  made  to  procure  from  the  General 
Government  a  replacement  of  these  supplies,  but  so  far 
only  a  very  small  part  of  our  claim  has  been  recognized, 
and  the  prospect  of  procuring  equipment  on  account  of 
this  claim  is  not  encouraging. 

The  annual  appropriation  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment for  the  support  of  the  Guard  of  this  State  is  so 
small  that  it  is  impossible  to  do  very  much  in  one  year 
toward  replacing  the  accumulations  of  the  past  eight  or 
ten  years.  It  has  been  a  source  of  much  regret  that  all 
of  the  companies  have  not  been  fully  equipped,  but  this 
has  been  rendered  impossible,  on  account  of  the  meagre 
sum-available  for  this  purpose.  Requisitions  have  been 
forwarded  for  a  sufficient  number  of  rifles,  together 
with  those  on  hand,  to  supply  every  company,  it  being 
deemed  of  first  importance  to  have  guns  in  the  hands 
of  the  troops,  and  then  to  issue  uniforms  and  other 
equipments  as  the  same  can  be  procured.  With  the 
appropriation  from  the  General  Government  for  the 
coming  year,  which  will  be  available  after  July  1,  1900, 
I  hope  to  supply  all  the  troops  with  uniforms.  In  spite 
of  these  drawbacks,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is 
little  disposition  on  the  part  of  officers  to  complain. 

AID   TO    CIVIL   AUTHORITIES. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  cheerful  obedience  of  the  people 
of  the  State  to  the  law,  that  only  twice  during  the  year 
has  the  Guard  been  called  upon  to  preserve  order  and 
see  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  This  fact  alone,  in 
rny  opinion,  is   the  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  a 
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well-organized  and  efficient  State  Guard.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  me  to  repeat  what  is  so  well  known  in 
North  Carolina — that  her  State  Guard  always  responds 
promptly  to  every  call  to  duty. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

One  of  the  first  questions  that  confronted  me  upon 
taking  charge  of  this  Department  was  that  of  an  en- 
campment during  the  year.  At  that  time  it  was  im- 
possible to  give  any  definite  answers  to  these  enquiries 
for  obvious  reasons.  The  annual  appropriation  was 
barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  actual  expenses  of  armory 
rents  and  insurance  of  the  several  companies;  there 
were  no  tents ;  the  camp  supplies  were  gone;  most  of 
the  companies  needed  equipment,  and  it  was  difficult  to 
foretell  what  would  be  the  result  of  the  efforts  in  this 
direction.  As  soon  as  the  Legislature  showed  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  Guard,  by  an  increase  of  the  annual 
appropriation  for  its  support,  steps  were  taken  to  have 
an  encampment  at  some  place  on  the  coast.  Morehead 
was  finally  selected  as  a  camp  site,  and  the  work  of 
preparing  for  the  comfort  of  the  troops  was  begun. 

It  became  necessary  to  purchase  tentage,  all  of  that 
owned  by  the  State  having  been  taken  by  the  Volun- 
teers into  the  service  of  the  United  States.  On  account 
of  the  demands  upon  the  manufacturers  of  tents  at  that 
time,  I  was  unable  to  make  a  contract  for  the  tentage 
required  earlier  than  July  1,  and  it  was  not  shipped 
until  the  6th  or  8th  of  July.  Our  appropriation  from 
the  General  Government  was  not  available  until  July  1, 
so  that  the  necessary  equipment  of  uniforms  and  other 
supplies  needed  by  the  troops  for  camp  work  could  not 
be  procured  until  after  that  date.  The  Second  Regi- 
ment, Col.  Rodman  commanding,  was  ordered  into 
camp  the  loth  of  July,  and,  upon  arriving  at  the  camp 
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grounds,  they  found  no  tents,  and  many  other  things 
were  incomplete.  The  Regiment  spent  one  night  in 
camp  without  tents.  The  delay  in  arrival  of  tents  was 
occasioned  by  the  failure  of  the  manufacturers  to  ship 
them  according  to  contract,  and  the  seeming  negligence 
of  the  transportation  companies  in  delivering  them  to 
connecting  lines.  The  other  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  camp  should  have  been  attended  to  in  ample 
time.  In  spite  of  these  inconveniences  and  delays,  the 
officers  and  men  soon  adapted  themselves  to  the  condi- 
tions, and  the  active  work  of  the  camp  was  begun. 

The  Third  Regiment,  Colonel  Perry  commanding, 
was  ordered  into  the  same  camp  July  22,  1899,  and  was 
fortunate  iu  finding  it  in  good  condition,  as  a  result  of 
Colonel  Rodman's  good  work.  I  visited,  inspected  and 
reviewed  both  regiments  while  they  were  in  camp,  and 
am  pleased  to  report  that  I  found  the  work  of  the  troops 
quite  satisfactory  and  the  camp  in  good  condition. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  nothing  was  done  in  the 
matter  of  target  practice,  and  it  is  but  just  to  state  that 
the  fault  was  not  with  the  Inspector  of  Small  Arms 
Practice.  I  regard  the  encampment,  taken  as  a  whole, 
as  of  great  help  to  the  officers  and  men. 

In  addition  to  the  encampment  above  referred  to, 
arrangements  were  made  by  the  Navy  Department  of 
the  United  States  for  a  practice  cruise  of  the  Naval 
Brigade,  or  a  portion  of  it,  and  the  Brigade's  pro  rata 
share  of  the  funds  available  for  encampment  expenses 
was  paid  to  the  Brigade  Commander  to  defray  the  expen- 
ses of  this  cruise.  I  am  unable  to  say  anything  of  the 
results  accomplished,  as  no  report  of  the  cruise  has  been 
forwarded  to  this  Department. 

REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  the  chiefs  of  the  several  departments, 
and  Regimental  and   Naval  Brigade,  hereto  appended, 
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give  detailed  information  in  respect  to  their  work,  con- 
dition and  recommendations.  Copies  of  all  General  and 
Special  Orders  and  reports  of  the  companies  called  out 
to  aid  the  civil  authorities  are  also  appended. 

STATE    CLAIMS. 

The  aggregate  of  the  State's  claims  against  the  United 
States,  for  expenses  in  raising  our  quota  of  troops   for 
the  Volunteer  Army  in  the  War  with  Spain,  already  for- 
warded to  the  proper  authorities,  supported  by  vouchers, 
amounts  to  830,980.71.     In  addition  to  this,  there   are 
still  several  claims  in  process  of  adjustment  to  be  filed 
for  payment.     The  work  of  preparing  these  claims  was 
begun   by   Major   Charles   L.   Davis,  Eleventh   United 
States  Infantry,  who  was  on  detail  for  special  duty  in 
this  Department  uutil  May  1,  1899,  and  to  him  the  State 
is  indebted  for  valuable  services,  not  only  in  the  matter 
of  these  claims,  but  also  for  his  work  and  timely  sug- 
gestions  in    the  conduct   of   this  Department.     When 
Major  Davis  was  ordered  to  join  his  regiment,  in  May 
last,  only  $8,283.57  of  claims,  aggregating  $29,776.67, 
had  been  allowed  and  paid  by  the  United  States,  leav- 
ing $21,493.10  suspended  and   disallowed.     Since   May 
claims  amounting  to  $1,213.01  have  beec  prepared  and 
filed,  making  a  total  of  $22,606.14-  due  the  State  on  ac- 
count of  these  claims  now  on  file  for  payment.     Since 
May  the  sum  of  $12,327.55  has  been  allowed  and  paid 
after  earnest  and  repeated  efforts  in  satisfying  the  de- 
mands of  the  authorities  in    Washington   for  explana- 
tions and  proper  evidence  to  support  the  claims.    There 
still  remains  the  sum  of  $10,381.09  (including  the  claims 
for  the  $l,213.0i  filed  since  May)  disallowed  and  unpaid. 
These  disallowed  claims  require  further  explanation  and 
evidence  in  support  of  them,  which  will  be  furnished  as 
soon  as  possible.    In  addition  to  the  claims  for  expenses 
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in  raising  our  quota  of  troops  for  the  Volunteer  Army, 
the  State  has  other  claims  for  military  supplies  and 
equipment  furnished  the  troops  and  carried  by  them  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  amounting  to  about 
$37,754.05,  which  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded 
Of  this  amount  19,415.27  was  for  amount  due  the  State 
for  supplies  purchased  for  use  of  the  State  Guard,  the 
balance  being  for  supplies  furnished  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment for  the  use  of  the  State  Guard.  I  have  made 
earnest  efforts  to  induce  the  War  Department  to  pay  for 
these  supplies  or  replace  them  in  kind,  but  have  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  a  replacement  of  only  $2, 524. 38  worth 
of  them.  The  balance  of  the  amount  is  still  pending, 
having  been  disallowed.  No  part  of  the  amount  due  for 
supplies  purchased  by  the  State  has  been  paid.  The 
work  of  preparing,  forwarding  and  collecting  these 
claims  for  expenses  I  did  not  regard  as  a  part  of  the 
duties  of  my  office  in  relation  to  the  State  Guard,  yet 
the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  thought  it  ad- 
visable that  they  be  prepared  by  the  Adjutant-General's 
Department,  and  then  forwarded  by  him  (the  Governor) 
to  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  for  payment. 
The  scope  of  this  work  and  the  importance  of  it  to  the 
State  can  be  easily  seen,  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  claims  are  from  every  section  of  the  State;  and  if 
the  United  States  refuses  to  pay  any  part  of  them,  then 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  means  to  meet 
them;  to  do  otherwise  would  be  to  our  discredit. 

For  some  ten  years  past,  and  until  this  year,  an  Army 
Officer  has  been  detailed  for  special  duty  in  the  Adju- 
tant-General's office,  thus  rendering  the  duties  of  this 
office  comparatively  light.  Since  May  I  have  been  with- 
out the  aid  of  such  an  officer,  and  the  result  has  been 
more  work  on  my  part.  There  has  been  an  increase  of 
about  50  per  cent  of  the  companies  of  the  Guard   since 
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the  last  report,  and  the  increase  in  men  over  the  dum- 
ber last  reported  is  890 — nearly  double.  With  these  in- 
creases, the  work  of  this  Department  has  correspond- 
ingly increased. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  prosecuting  as  rapidly 
as  possible  the  claims  above  referred  to,  your  Excellency 
detailed  Col.  J.  C.  L.  Harris  for  special  duty  in  the 
Adjutant-General's  office,  first,  to  collect,  if  possible,  all 
claims  due  the  State  on  account  of  said  claims,  and  then 
to  attend  to  such  matters  as  required  attention  in  my 
absence.  The  value  of  Colonel  Harris's  services  in  rela- 
tion to  these  claims  is  evidenced  by  the  amount  collected 
since  May,  on  claims  theretofore  disallowed;  and  if  he 
shall  succeed  in  collecting  the  amount  still  suspended, 
and  disallowed,  the  State  will  save  a  considerable  sum. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  desire  to  express  to  your  Excellency  my  high  appre- 
ciation of  the  cordial  support  you  have  at  all  times  ac- 
corded me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  and  for  the  in- 
terest you  have  manifested  in  the  Guard.  To  the  offi- 
cers of  the  General  Staff,  and  the  Regimental  and  Bri- 
gade Commanders,  I  tender  my  thanks  for  their  aid  and 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF    INSPECTOR-GENERAL.

Sir: — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  State  Guard,  I  beg  to  submit  report  of 
my  department  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1899: 

General  Order  No.  7,  dated  March  11,  1899,  directed 
me  to  inspect  the  respective  companies  and  Naval  Divis- 
ions of  (he  State  Guard  for  the  current  year,  inspections 
to  be  made  with  troops  in  heavy-marching  order;  also 
to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Pay- 
master-General and  inspect  and  make  a  careful  inven- 
tory of  the  property  in  charge  of  the  Quartermaster- 
General  and  Chief  of  Ordnance. 

This  department  had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  prob- 
abilities were  that  the  newly-organized  companies  of  the 
Guard  would  be  equipped  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  to  the  end  that  they  might  be  inspected  after  re- 
ceipt of  arms  and  equipment,  inspection  of  such  com- 
panies were  delayed  until  after  the  close  of  the  current 
year.  In  this  I  was  disappointed,  the  hopes  of  the 
Quartermaster-General's  Department  not  having  been 
realized.  However,  after  advising  with  your  Depart- 
ment, I  conceived  it  to  be  my  duty  to  visit  and  inspect 
these  companies  just  as  though  armed  and  equipped, 
because  of  that  provision  of  the  State-Guard  Regula- 
tions, requiring  it  to  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  annual  appropriation  that  each  company  be 
inspected  and  parade  75  per  cent  of  its  muster-roll.   The 
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inspections  began  with  the  Elizabeth  City  Division 
Naval  Reserves  and  was  concluded  with  Company  F, 
Third  Regiment,  at  Franklinton.  These  inspections  were 
made  after  due  notice  had  been  given  Regimental,  Bat- 
talion, Company,  Division  and  Brigade  commanding 
officers.  Detailed  report  of  these  inspections  have 
already  been  forwarded  to  your  Department. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  organizations,  disband- 
ments  and  reorganizations  of  companies,  assignments 
and  reassignments  to  Regiments  and  battalions,  and  too 
much  space  would  be  required  to  embrace  in  this  report 
a  minute  listing  of  all  these  changes.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  the  organizations  seem  now  to  be  upon  a  sound 
and  wise  basis  and  that  order  has  emerged  out  of  chaos. 
I  venture  to  predict  that  during  the  next  year  there 
will  be  unparalleled  improvement  along  all  lines  in  the 
Guard.

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The  fact  that  the  companies  composing  the  First  Reg- 
iment are  not  equipped  is  no  'fault  of  any  department.  I 
can  state  that  all  has  been  done  that  was  possible  by 
the  Quartermaster-General's  Department.  It  is  en- 
couraging to  be  able  to  state,  now,  that  the  prospects 
for  the  early  receipt  of  the  needed  equipment  are  good. 
The  absence  of  equipment  has  had  a  depressing  and  dis- 
couraging effect  upon  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
these  companies,  as  is  only  natural.  As  soon,  however, 
as  they  are  furnished  with  the  necessary  articles,  splen- 
did work  and  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  may  be  expected 
from  them 

Most  of  the  companies  composing  the  Second  and 
Third  Regiments  are  fairly  well  equipped.  Of  course, 
in  some  instances  all  is  not  satisfactory  and  some  needed 
articles  are  wanting.  These  defects,  I  trust,  are  to  be 
remedied  in  due  time. 

INSTRUCTION,    DISCIPLINE    AND    CONDITION   OF    ARMS 

While  all  of  the  organizations  are  fairly  proficient  in 
the  simple  company  movements  and  in  the  manual,  I 
regret  to  report  that,  with  only  a  few  exceptions,  the 
companies  are  not  instructed  in  Platoon  Drill  and  Ex- 
tended Order.  The  importance  of  these  has  been  indi- 
cated to  the  commanding  officers  time  without  number. 
It  seems  well-nigh  impossible  to  impress  upon  captains 
the  realization  that  something  more  than  simple  com- 
pany movements  is  required,  and  that  Platoon  Drill  and 
Extended  Order  are  as  important,  as  easy  and  as  much 
matters  of  requirements  by  the  State  Guard  Regula- 
tions as  those  simple  company  movements  through 
which  they  are  continually  putting  their  commands. 
Variety  in  drill,  as  in  other  things,  is  highly  desirable. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise  that  men  should  lose  in- 
terest in  and  grow  tired  of  meeting  several  times  a 
month  to  go  through  the  same   unvarying  movements. 
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Some  captains  have  shown  wisdom  and  care  in  the 
appointment  of  non  commissioned  officers — some  have 
not.  Upon  these  non-commissioned  officers  depends  in 
large  measure  the  efficiency,  accuracy  and  precision  of 
the  enlisted  men.  Captains  and  lieutenants  can  not 
do  all. 

The  same  remarks,  in  general,  are  applicable  to  the 
discipline  of  the  Guard.  In  some  companies  it  is  good, 
in  some  poor,  and  in  two  divisions  of  the  Naval  Brigade 
it  is  execrable.     In  none  is  it  what  it  should  be. 

I  have  practically  the  same  report  to  make  concern 
ing  the  condition  of  arms  that  has  been  made  by  my 
predecessor  in  this  department  for  several  years:  they 
are  in  good  condition  when  age,  exposure  and  length  of 
service  are  considered.  While  I  could  wish  to  see  a 
newer  and  better  model  in  the  hands  of  the  Guard,  yet 
I  am  satisfied  that  those  now  on  hand  are  well  suited 
to  instruction  and  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
used  Those  found  in  unserviceable  condition  I  ordered 
repaired  at  once,  when  "practicable ;  otherwise,  to  be  sent 
in  to  the  Arsenal. 

quartermaster's  and  paymaster's  departments. 

I  find  the  condition  of  supplies  in  the  State  Arsenal 
to  be  good.  System  and  accuracy  are  observed.  Colo- 
nel Macon  is  a  painstaking  and  efficient  officer,  and  is 
to  be  commended  for  his  zeal  and  executive  ability. 

The  books  of  the  Paymaster-General  I  find  to  be  in 
perfectly  satisfactory  condition.  The  department  is  con- 
ducted in  the  most  approved  method  and  is  to  be  com- 
mended. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

By  Special  Orders  from  your  Department,  I  repaired 
to  Morehead  City  July  13,  and  was  present  at  the  open- 
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ing  of  the  encampment  of  the  Second  Regiment  under 
Col.  W.  B.  Rodman,  and  remained  throughout  the  s;;ine. 
I  daily  witnessed  drills,  dress  parades  and  guard  mount, 
and  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  progress  made 
along  all  lines.  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  has  been  no 
encampment  in  the  history  of  the  Guard  in  which 
greater  progress  has  been  made  and  greater  benefit  de- 
rived. Some  of  the  companies  composing  this  Regiment 
had  seen  nothiug  of  camp  life  previous  to  this  time  and 
the  advancement  made  by  them  was  most  marked. 
Through  no  fault  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
tents  had  not  arrived  when  this  Regiment  went  into 
cam})  This  gave  rise  to  some  confusion  and  much  com- 
plaint. The  men  were  under  the  necessity  of  pitching 
their  own  tents,  and  this,  instead  of  being  a  disadvan- 
tage, was  very  beneficial.  Camp  was  broken  the  morn- 
ing of  th*:  22d. 

On  the  evening  of  the  22d  the  Third  Regiment,  under 
Col.  Henry  Perry,  entered  camp.  The  work  done  by 
this  Regiment  was  likewise  highly  satisfactory,  and  offi- 
cers and  men  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  good  ac- 
complished. 

It  seems  not  out  of  place  in  this  connection  to  state 
my  belief  that  five  days  constitute  too  short  an  encamp- 
ment.  Of  course  there  are  considerations  in  favor  of 
shortness;  but  I  believe  they  are  more  than  offset  by 
other  considerations  in  support  of  a  greater  period — and 
the  expense  to  the  State  would  be  practically  the  same. 
In  a  five  days'  encampment,  just  when  the  conditions 
for  favorable  work  are  established,  the  time  has  come 
for  leaving. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  feel  it  my  duty,  as  my  predecessors  have  felt  it  their 
duty,  to  earnestly  recommend  the  tearing  down  of  the 
present  Arsenal  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building. 
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The  result  would  conduce  to  greater  security  and  neat- 
ness of  State  property,  and  to  the  very  great  improve- 
ment of  the  Capitol  Square. 

I  recommend  the  printing  of  a  new  set  of  company 
books  and  their  distribution  to  those  companies  of  the 
State  not  furnished  with  the  same.  When  these  books 
are  furnished  it  should  be  insisted  that  they  be  system- 
atically and  perfectly  kept.  This  is  one  of  the  legal  re- 
quirements to  which  too  little  attention  is  given  by  the 
officers  of  the  Guard. 

Under  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1899  every 
means  is  furnished  company  commanders  to  the  end 
that  men  may  be  compelled  to  attend  drills.  Any  fail- 
ure to  accomplish  this  is  the  fault  of  the  captains.  I 
urge  upon  captains  the  desirability  of  compelling  their 
men  to  attend  drills. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  report  the  death  of  Mayor 
S.  L.  Hart,  Assistant  Inspector-General.  He  was  an 
efficient  officer,  a  public-spirited  citizen  and  a  good  and 
true  friend.  His  death  is  a  loss  to  this  department  and 
to  the  entire  Guard. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's Department,  and  those  connected  therewith,  for 
uniform  and  courteous  cooperation  and  assistance. 

In  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  by  the  offi- 
cers of  the  entire  Guard.     Through  their  kindly  atten- 
tion my  work  has  been  rendered  exceedingly  pleasant.

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REPORT  OF  QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL  AND 
CHIEF  OF  ORDNANCE. 


State  of  North  Carolina, 
Office  of  Quartermaster-General,

Brigadier-General  B.  S.  Royster,  Adjutant -General 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  section  417,  North  Carolina 
State  Guard  Regulations,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  report  of  the  Quartermaster  and  Ordnance 
Department : 

On  the  L>w2d  day  of  September  last,  upon  the  receipt  of 
the  Commission  of  Quartermaster-General  of  North 
Carolina,  I  immediately  reported  at  State  Arsenal,  Ra- 
leigh, for  the  purpose  of  assuming  the  duties  imposed. 

Preparatory  to  making  the  first  Quarterly  Report,  re- 
quired of  me  by  the  Regulations,  an  inventory  was 
taken,  the  property  carefully  inspected  and  arranged. 
The  report  was  duly  submitted  on  October  1. 

There  being  but  little  serviceable  property  on  hand,  I 
had  no  trouble  in  having  it  assorted,  arranged  and  made 
ready  for  shipment,  which  was  necessary  that  a  few  of 
the  most  urgent  demands  upon  the  department  could 
be  filled. 

As  yet,  sections  19,  47,  and  486  North  Carolina  State 
Guard  Regulations  have  not  been  observed ;  therefore, 
it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  make  the  report  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  at  this  time  that  you  may  expect  and 
desire.  This  I  hope,  however,  can  be  done  when  the 
data  for  the  annual  returns  required  of  me  is  at  hand. 
In  the  absence  of  records  and  other  documents  pertain- 
ing to  the  department,  I  apprehend  much  trouble  in 
making  these  returns  to  the  War  Department. 
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Being  unable  to  find  terms  for  a  more  accurate  classi- 
fication of  property  in  Arsenal,  I  have  divided  it  into 
serviceable  and  unserviceable,  as  a  matter  of  conveni- 
ence. 

In  the  serviceable  class  is  included  that  which  is  re- 
quisitionable.  In  the  unserviceable  class  there  is  some 
new  clothing,  as  well  as  other  property,  which  is  in  a 
good  condition  but  out  of  date,  so  to  speak ;  therefore, 
I  shall  recommend  that  it  be  condemned  and  disposed  of. 

SERVICEABLE     PSOPERTi. 

You  will  please  note  from  the  appended  inventory 
that  this  class  is  in  a  decided  minority,  it  having  been 
issued  about  as  fast  as  received,  and  always  in  demand. 

The  clothing  is  in  a  good  condition,  has  been  well 
kept  and  carefully  packed,  but  distressingly  insufficient 
to  meet  the  requirements.  As  could  be  expected  from 
a  stock  which  has  necessarily  been  completely  run  down, 
the  blouses,  blue  shirts,  trousers  and  leggins  are  poorly 
assorted.  There  are  but  a  few  different  sizes  of  blouses 
and  trousers  and  but  one  size  of  leggins.  The  caps  are 
well  assorted  in  numbers  and  of  the  latest  style. 

Ordnance    Stores. 

The  rifles  are  of  the  old  Springfield  pattern,  second- 
handed,  but  in  excellent  repair,  having  been  recently 
oiled  and  cleaned.  Although  this  rifle  is  old  style,  I  im- 
agine that  they  are  still  capable  of  doing  very  effective 
work  when  well  aimed. 

The  supply  of  ball  cartridges  is  much  better  than 
would  be  imagined  under  the  circumstances.  They  are 
safely  stored. 

The  revolvers  are  of  the  most  recent  Colt  Army  pat- 
tern and,  I  think,  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands. 

The  cannon  is  apparently  in  good  order,  but  not  hav- 
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ing  been  called  upon  to  use  it  as  yet,  can  give  no  report 
of  its  efficiency.  It  i>  ready  and  waiting  for  trouble, 
which,  I  hope,  wil)  not  come. 

Camp  Proper!  [/. 

The  supply  of  tents  I  consider  quite  sufficient  to  ac- 
commodate one  full  Regiment  in  camp.  They  are  made 
of  the  very  best  material  and  are  of  the  latest  army 
pattern.  I  think  we  are  very  fortunate  in  possessing 
these  tents  and  believe  they  will  do  many  years  camp 
service.  They  have  been  carefully  brushed,  folded  and 
stored. 

The  saddles  are  the  very  best  McClellan  tree,  have 
been  well  kept  and  stored  in  Arsenal. 

With  a  little  attention  the  targets  and  target  frames 
can  be  made  serviceable,  therefore  are  included  in  this 
class.  The  pasters,  markers  and  books  for  small-arms 
practice  are  conveniently  and  safely  stored  in  Arsenal. 

Liu  Hber. 

This  property  is  estimated  to  consist  of  ten  thousand 
feet  and  is  still  at  the  old  camp.  Considering  the  dam- 
age to  it  in  the  recent  storms,  I  consider  this  a  liberal 
estimate.     The  plank  walk  was  completely  destroyed. 

I  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  dispose  of  this  prop- 
erty, but  have  so  far  failed  to  get  a  purchaser,  and  for 
this  reason  I  consider  the  location  unfortunate;  in  fact, 
I  don't  believe  there  is  another  spot  in  the  State  where 
it  would  be  less  saleable.  It  is  not  only  without  com- 
mercial value  at  that  place,  but  is  complained  of  by  the 
owner  of  the  property  upon  which  it  is  situated  as  being 
a  very  undesirable  adjunct  to  his  hog  pasture.  This 
fact  has  been  forcibly  impressed  by  his  repeated  demands 
for  its  removal. 
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UNSERVICEABLE    PROPERTY. 


The  supply  of  this  class  of  property  in  the  Arsenal  is 
far  in  excess  of  the  serviceable,  in  both  variety  and 
quantity.  It  would  be  quite  impossible  to  give  an  in- 
telligent description  of  its  condition,  but  I  might  say 
that  it  is  composed  of  some  valuable  and  much  worth- 
less Quartermaster  and  Ordnance  Stores.  The  dress 
coats,  helmets,  duck  pants  and  overcoats  are  only  shop 
worn,  while  the  carbines  have  been  used  but  little  and 
are  apparently  as  good  as  new.  The  coats  and  helmets 
have  been  neatly  packed  and  carefully  protected  against 
moths,  etc.  Some  of  the  overcoats  have  been  used,  but 
are  in  a  very  good  condition,  showing  but  little  wear. 
The  duck  pants  were  recently  washed  and  packed  away. 
The  remainder  of  this  class  is  not  worth  enumerating, 
but  good  for  nothing. 

THE    ARSENAL. 

I  most  heartily  endorse  the  recommendations  of  the 
last  Annual  Report  as  regards  the  replacement,  etc.,  of 
this  building.  This  is  one  of  the  most  needed  thiugs  in 
North  Carolina.  The  last  Legislature  recommended  its 
removal,  but,  unfortunately,  made  no  appropriation 
from  which  it  could  be  done.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  now 
the  matter  is  before  them,  they  will  appropriate  a  rea- 
sonable sum  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  suitable 
place  for  the  storing  of  North  Carolina's  military  prop- 
erty. We  should  have  a  creditable  Arsenal.  I  will  move 
when  given  a  safe  place  to  go,  but  am  unwilliug  to 
throw  our  property  out  of  doors  that  the  eye-sore  might 
be  removed. 

REQUISITIONS. 

Recent  events  have  thoroughly  demonstrated  objec- 
tionable features  in  our  present  system  of  requisition- 
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ing,  and  to  the  extent  and  manner  that  places  this  de- 
partment in  an  undeservedly  embarrassing  position. 
Three-fourths  of  the  complaints  that  have  been  observed 
by  me  in  fourteen  years  of  service  in  the  Guard  have  been 
due  to  the  worry  incident  to  the  issuance  of  military 
property.  I  am  now  satisfied  that  much  of  this  com- 
plaint was  provoked,  but  am  not  sure  that  it  was  always 
well  directed.  These  troubles  I  believe  to  have  been 
due  to  the  plan  of  drawing  supplies,  principally,  and  not 
to  the  indifference  or  neglect  of  any  officer  or  depart- 
ment. It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  present  deplor- 
able conditions  have,  in  a  measure,  been  experienced 
before.  I  know  that  the  present  situation  has  produced 
considerable  trouble,  but  am  sure  that  when  the  situa- 
tion is  understood,  no  one  can  be  attached  with  blame 
as  a  consequence.  It  is  simply  a  matter  of  utter  im- 
possibility to  issue  supplies,  however  badly  needed,  when 
the  articles  requisitioned  are  not  on  hand.  Hoping  to 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  these  conditions,  I  have  decided 
to  issue  the  following  circular  letter: 

State  of  North  Carolina, 
Quabtebmastee-Genebal  s  Depabtment, 

Henderson,  January  1,  1900. 

Sir: — The  following  changes  and  suggestion  will  be  noted  and 
observed:  On  and  after  date  all  requisitions  made  upon  this 
Department  for  ordnance,  ordnance  stores  ana  Quartermaster  stores, 
will  be  made  through  regular  channels,  except  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency, when  they  will  be  made  upon  the  Quartermaster-General 
direct,  as  is   prescribed   in   the  regulations. 

On  the  first  day  of  each  month  the  Regimental  Commanders  will 
be  furnished,  from  this  Department,  a  statement  of  the  amount  to 
the  credit  of  his  command,  based  upon  the  cash  valuation  of  his 
pro  rata  of  stores  on  nand  subject  to  requisitions.  The  Regimental 
Commanders  are  respectfully  requested  to  hold  all  requisitions  of 
their  commands  until  they  are  possessed  of  said  statement,  when 
they  will,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  said  month,  for  which  state- 
ment is  made,  forward  to  the  Adjutant-General  requisitions  to  cover 
his  part  of  supplies,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  required,  only. 
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All  property  due  a  regiment,  and  not  requisitioned,  is  placed  to  the 
credit  of  said  regiment,  and  will  be  included  in  the  monthly  state- 
ments from  this  Department. 

This  equal  distribution  will  not  be  effective  until  after  the  several 
companies  of  the  three  regiments  shall  be  considered  equally 
equipped.  The  first  available  supplies  will  be  issued  to  the 
unequipped  companies,  that  the  purpose  of  this  plan  may  be  expe- 
dited. 

All  communications  intended  for  this  Department  will  be 
addressed  to  Quartermaster-General,  Henderson,  N.  C. 

All  property  returned  to  this  Department  will  be  shipped  by 
freight  to  Quartermaster-General,   State  Arsenal,  Raleigh,   N.   C. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  property  a  receipt  therefor  will 
be  mailed  to  Quartermaster-General  direct. 

The  purpose  of  this  change  in  requisitioning  is  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  the  present  condition — the  demand  greater  than  the 
supply.

IN   GENERAL. 

There  being  several  unequipped  companies  in  the 
Guard,  and  it  being  impossible  to  supply  them  from  the 
property  on  hand,  I  have  decided  to  dispose  of  all  the 
old  and  condemned  stores,  hoping  by  so  doing  to  realize 
enough  cash  to  substantially  aid  in  furnishing  them. 

It  is  probable  that  this,  with  the  balance  due  us  by 
the  Government,  will  enable  me  to  furnish  all  the  com- 
panies except  in  clothing.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  fully 
uniform  them  before  the  next  general  appropriation  is 
available. 

Doubtless  some  of  the  companies  have  a  greater  -ap- 
ply of  some  articles  than  they  need,  while  others  have 
nothing;  therefore,  I  think  it  advisable  to  have  all  sur- 
plus property  returned  to  Arsenal.  This  will  to  a  very 
great  extent  assist  in  the  equal  distribution  proposed. 

We  have  a  very  fine  lot  of  ponchos  and  enough,  I  be- 
lieve, to  furnish  the  Guard  with  twenty  to  the  company  ; 
but  to  do  this  the  companies  having  more  than  this 
number  must  be  asked  to  turn  in  the  surplus.  This  will 
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not  deprive  them,  as  twenty  ponchos  are  as  many  as 
will  ever  he  required  by  the  average  company. 

The  cloth  in  Arsenal  will  be  converted  into  officers' 
overcoat  goods,  and  will  he  issued  to  the  officers  accord- 
ing to  rank,  as  far  as  it  will  go.  It  is  possible  that  forty 
coats  can  he  furnished. 

The  circumstances  will  prevent  a  compliance  with 
section  ^7S  of  the  Regulations  regarding  the  supply  of 
cartridges'. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under  this  head,  I  am  pleased  to  report,  there  is  but 
little  to  say,  inasmuch  as  you  have  already  done  every- 
thing in  your  power  for  this  department;  therefore,  I 
can  recommend  nothing  more.  You  will  please  permit 
me  to  make  just  one  recommendation,  not  to  you,  but 
through  you,  which  is,  that  the  Legislature  be  urged  to 
appropriate  *25,000  for  the  construction  of  an  Arsenal. 
Enough  has  been  said  on  this  subject,  but  little  done. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  thanks 
for  the  invaluable  assistance  you  have  rendered  me  on 
many  occasions,  without  which  I  realize  that  my  at- 
tempt to  perform  the  duties  of  this  office  would  have 
been  futile.  The  officers  of  the  Guard,  with  but  one 
exception,  have  given  me  their  support  and  well  wishes, 
for  which  I  thank  them.  Especially  do  I  desire  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  the  Regimental  Commanders 
for  their  kindly  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  SURGEON-GENERAL. 


Asheville,  N.  C,  December  28,  1899. 
General  B.  S.  Royster,  Adjutant-General  N.  C.  S.  G. 

gIR: — I  regret  the  delay  in  submitting  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  1899. 

In  the  latter  part  of  October  I  was  severely  injured, 
sustaining  severe  fracture  of  the  left  leg.  with  disloca- 
tion of  the  knee.  In  consequence  of  the  injury  I  have 
been  confined  to  my  bed  and  room  until  the  present, 
and  have  had  no  opportunity  to  collect  any  matters  con- 
cerning the  Medical  Department  of  the  State  Guard. 

I  have  to  say,  however,  that  I  have  little  or  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  present  medical  staff  of  the  State  Guard.  I 
receive  no  reports  save  through  the  office  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General. All  appointments  of  surgeons  and  assist- 
ant surgeons  are  made  by  the  colonels  commanding, 
and  are  not  usually  known  except  through  the  local 
press  or  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

The  present  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  Guard  is  an  unsatisfactory  one. 

I  am  endeavoring  to  formulate  a  plan  of  reorganiza- 
tion, which  I  hope  to  submit  at  an  early  day. 

I  append  hereto  the  report  of  Major  N.  Anderson, 
Second  North  Carolina  State  Guard,  of  Medical  and  Hos- 
pital Service  at  Morehead  City,  July  1-t  to  22,  inclusive. 
The  report  is  full  as  well  as  concise,  and  should  serve  as 
a  model  for  future  reports. 

I  have  received  no  reports  from  other  Regiments. 

I  sincerely  regret  that  my  accident  has  prevented  me 
from  making  fuller  reports  and  the  completion  of  my 
plan  of  reorganization  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  Corps  of 
the  State  Guard. 
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Trusting  that  ray  shortcomings  in  this  respect  will  be 
kindly  overlooked,

REPORT  OF  SURGEON  SECOND  REGIMENT.

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  Hospital  Report  Camp 
Shipp,  near  Morehead  City,  N.  C,  July  14th  to  22nd. 

In  obedience  to  General  Order  No.  16,  I  arrived  at  camp  on  the 
14th,  at  19  o'clock  p.  m.  The  site  of  the  camp  is  almost  ideal,  sit- 
uated in  a  splendid  grove  of  oak  and  pine,  on  a  high  sand  bluff  over- 
looking Bogue  Sound,  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water,  free  from  marsh, 
shores  of  hard,  clean  sand,  furnishing  excellent  bathing  at  all  hours, 
which  adds  much  to  the  health,  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  men. 

Upon  approaching  camp  and  hearing  that  there  were  no  tents  or 
other  conveniences  for  tne  comfort  of  the  men,  and  having  on  board 
a  very  sick  man,  Sergeant  Wiggins,  of  Company  I,  who  was  taken 
en  route,  I  directed  burgeon-Captain  MeMullen  to  go  with  him  to 
the  hotel  at  Morehead,  secure  a  room  and  stay  by  him  till  he  was 
able  to  report  at  camp,  wnich  he  did  on  Tuesday,  the  17th.  As  here- 
tofore stated,  there  were  no  tents  on  hand  till  Sunday  morning. 
Thanks  to  Colonel  Rodman,  whose  first  attention  at  all  times  was  for 
the  comfort  of  his  men,  I  was  soon  provided  with  quarters  for  the 
care  of  the  sick.  The  hospital  tent  was  pitched  under  the  spread- 
ing branches  of  a  large  oak  near  the  sound,  and  was  delightfully 
pleasant  at  all  times.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire 
camp  was  excellent;  the  company  streets  were  kept  clean,  and  the 
waste  and  offal  from  the  kitchen  was  put  in  retainers  and  carted  off 
twice  daily.  Careful  inspection  of  the  camp  was  made  at  11  o'clock 
each  day.  Water  was  furnished  from  driven  wells,  conveniently 
located,  and  was  abundant  and  of  good  quality.  Ice  was  brought  to 
camp  in  sufficient  quantity  morning  and  evening. 

There  was  very  little  sickness  in  camp,  none  of  a  serious  nature, 
but  was,  as  there  always  is,  many  calls  at  the  hospital  for  the  relief 
of  slight  disturbances,  mostly  due  to  indiscretion  on  the  part  of  the 
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men.     Below  will  be  found  report  from  the  Medical  Record  made  at 
the  hospital:

FIRST  REGIMENT. 


Headquarters  First  Regiment  N.C.S.G., 

Statesville,  N.  C,  December  1,  1899. 

To  the  Adjutant- General  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the 
First  Regiment  for  the  year  1899: 

The  First  Regiment  was  organized  by  the  admission 
and  assignment  of  the  companies  composing  the  First 
Regiment  of  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry,  soon 
after  their  muster  out  of  the  United  States  service,  with 
the  exception  of  Companies  A,  F.  and  K,  at  Charlotte, 
Asheville  and  Raleigh,  respectively,  which  failed  to 
organize. 

Two  other  companies,  A,  of  Charlotte  and  F,  of  Ashe- 
ville, have  since  been  assigned. 

On  the  muster  out  of  the  United  States  service,  all 
arms  and  equipment  were  turned  over  to  the  Govern- 
ment, leaving  the  Regiment  without  arms,  uniforms  or 
equipment,  only  three  companies  having  any  arms  or 
equipment. 

The  strength  of  the  Regiment  is  as  follows :

Co.  M,  3  officers,  40  enlisted  men. 
Field  and  staff.  13. 
Non-commissioned  staff.  8. 
Total  number  of  officers,  46. 
Total  number  of  enlisted  men,  472. 
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Owing  to  the  State's  having  no  military  stores,  the 
Regiment  has  not  been  armed,  uniformed  or  equipped. 
Company  commanders  have  been  drilling  their  compa- 
nies and  maintaining  their  organization  without  these 
necessary  supplies. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Regiment  be 
supplied  with  arms,  uniforms  and  other  necessary  equip- 
ments as  early  as  possible,  for  under  present  conditions 
nothing  in  the  way  of  progress  can  be  done,  and  with- 
out them  it  is  hard  for  companies  to  maintain  the  nec- 
essary organization.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report 
as  required  by  law.  I 'have  received  and  duly  forwarded 
to  the  several  Company  Commanders  and  Staff  Officers 
copies  of  all  General  Orders  which  have  been  issued  from 
your  headquarters  and  received  by  me.  I  have  not 
always  received  in  time  the  monthly  reports  from  some 
of  the  companies  composing  the  Regiment.  During  the 
past  year  an  encampment  was  held  by  the  Regiment 
near  Morehead  City,  upon  which  I  have  already  made  a 
full  and  complete  report,  and  I  respectfully  request  that 
the  same  be  made  a  part  of  this,  my  annual  report. 

The  good  effect  of  the  recent  law  providing  for  en- 
campments has  been  shown  in  the  much-improved  con- 
dition of  the  State  Guard.  The  Regiment  is  not  yet 
completely  equipped,  though  I  hope  that  before  the  time 
for  the  next  annual  encampment  that  the  Regiment 
will  be  fully  and  completely  equipped  for  all  kind  of 
service.  Many  of  the  guns  in  the  hands  of  several  com- 
panies have  seen  very  hard  service  and  need  to  be  re- 
placed by  new  ones. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  State  Guard  is  still 
insufficient  to  meet  all  of  its  requirements. 

I  desire  to  say  that  in  my  efforts  to  make  the  Regi- 
ment what  it  should  be  I  have  had  the  full  encourage- 
meat  and  aid  of  nearly  every  officer  connected  there- 
with.    Since  assuming  the  command  of   the  Regiment, 
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in  the  spring  of  this  year,  there  has  been  no  necessity 
for  calling  oat  any  part  of  the  same  in  the  aid  of  the 
civil  power.

Sir: — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report,  as  required 
by  the  regulations  governing  the  State  Guard: 

All  orders  received  by  me  have  been  promptly  for- 
warded to  the  Company  and  Staff  Officers. 

Since  our  encampment,  in  July,  Companies  I,  Ashe- 
ville,  L,  Rutherfordton,  M,  Kings  Mountain,  have 
been  added  to  the  Regiment,  filling  its  quota  of  com- 
panies ;  but,  unfortunately,  the  State  has  been  unable  to 
equip  companies  I,  L  and  M  at  all,  and  A  and  K  only 
partially;  yet  these  companies  have  kept  up  their 
organization,  and  have  shown  the  greatest  patience 
and  obedience  under  these  adverse  and  humiliating 
conditions. 

I  respectfully  suggest,  that  if  the  State  is  unable  to 
equip  the  Guard,  by  next  summer,  that  no  encampment 
be  held,  and  that  the  money  be  expended  in  equipping 
the  Guard. 

The  condition  of  the  Regiment,  while  far  from  what 
we  would  like,  is  yet  better  than  could  be  expected  un- 
der the  circumstances;  and  both  the  officers  and  men 
have  shown  a  disposition  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
maintain  the  Guard,  and  have  endeavored  to  acquire 
efficiency  in  all  that  pertains  to  a  soldier's  duty. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  suggest  that  regimental  en- 
campments be  continued.

BRIGADE. 


Headquarters  Naval  Battalion, 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  December  30,  1899. 

To  the  Adjutant- General  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year 
new  Divisions  have  been  formed  at  Windsor,  N.  C,  and 
at  Mount  Olive,  N.  C,  bringing  the  total  up  to  seven. 
Up  to  this  time  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  equip- 
ment for  them  from  the  Navy  Department,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  Navy  guns  have  been  loaned  to  the 
Army.  I  have  made  3  trips  to  Washington,  and  have 
been  promised  equipment  early  in  this  year.  We  have 
over  seven  thousand  dollars  to  our  credit,  which  we  can 
take  up  in  arms  and  ammunition  and  boats  as  soon  as 
their  supply  will  permit  the  filling  of  requisitions. 

In  the  meantime  I  have  loaned  40  rifles  from  the  Wil- 
mington Division  to  the  Windsor  Division,  equipping 
that  and  leaving  Wilmington  equipped  as  Artillery.  The 
condition  of  all  of  the  Divisions  is  good,  and  the  organ- 
ization has  grown  from  3  Divisions,  when  I  took  hold 
of  it,  to  its  present  strength  of  7  Divisions,  aggregating 
•Vi-!  officers  and  men. 

There  has  been  one  cruise  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Prairie, 
but  it  was  at  such  an  inconvenient  time  that  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  men  could  avail  themselves  of 
it.  The  time  was  selected  by  the  Navy  Department 
without  consultation  with  us  or  we  could  have  carried 
at  least  90  per  cent  of  the  command. 

Later  in  the  season  the  Elizabeth  City  and  the  New 
Bern  Divisions  went  into  camp  on  the  Beach  at  Nag's 
Head,  and  had  a  very  instructive  and  satisfactory  en- 
campment. 
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I  beg  to  append  as  part  of  this  report  the  reports  of 
Lieut.  W.  W.  Vick  on  the  cruise,  aud  of  Commander 
W.  T.  Old  on  the  encampment.  I  desire  to  call  especial 
attention  to  the  rapid  firing  on  board  ship,  which  is 
very  complimentary,  and  also  to  the  work  of  life-saving 
performed  by  the  Elizabeth  City  and  New  Bern  Divis- 
ions during  a  severe  storm  while  they  were  encamped. 
I  desire  that  proper  credit  be  given  them  for  the  work 
of  heroism  and  the  lives  saved,  and  trust  that  you  will 
give  as  much  publicity  to  this  as  is  consistent. 

The  financial  report  will  be  sent  you  later  by  Lieut. 
W.  W.  Vick,  my  Aide,  who  is  at  present  on  a  furlough; 
but  after  paying  coal  bills,  all  funds  will  be  about  ex- 
hausted. 

I  beg  to  recommend  an  annual  appropriation  of  §500 
for  expenses  in  keeping  up  the  U.  S.  S.  Hornet,  which 
is  loaned    to   us  by  the   Navy  Department,  and    which 
now  has  to  be  borne  by  the  individual  members.

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ENCAMPMENTS. 

ENCAMPMENT  SECOND  REGIMENT. 

Headquarters  Second  Regiment  N.  G.  8.  G. 

Washington,  N.  C,  July  27,  1899. 

General  B.  S.  Royster,  Adjutant-General  North  Carolina. 

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  July  5,  1899,  I  received 
Gen.  0.  No.  16  C.  S.,  ordering  the  Second  Regiment  North  Carolina 
State  Guard  into  camp  near  Morehead  City,  for  a  period  of  seven  . 
days,  commencing  July  15,  1899. 

This  order  directed  the  Regimental  Quartermaster  and  a  detail  of 
men  to  be  sent  a  few  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  encampment,  to 
assist  in  pitching  tents  and  arranging  the  camp. 

This  order  stated,  "The  camp  equipment  will  reach  Morehead 
City  July  13,  1899." 

ORDERS    OF    COLONEL. 

In  obedience  to  G.  O.  No.  16  C.  S.,  and  for  the  guidance  of  the 
several  Company  Commanders,  on  the  6th  day  of  July,  1899,  the 
attached  order,  marked  "A",  was  published  from  Regimental  Head- 
quarters. 

On  july  13,  1899,  about  7  p.  m.,  acting  under  Order  No.  5,  from 
Regimental  Headquarters,  Capt.  R.  A.  Smith,  Regimental  Quarter- 
master, and  a  detail  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  two 
privates  from  each  company,  attempted  to  report  ,at  the  site  of  the 
proposed  camp,  to  assist  in  pitching  tents  and  arranging  the  camp. 

Captain  Smith  wired  me  on  Friday,  July  14th,  as  follows:  "No 
tents,  no  camp  equipment,  nothing  here  except  Quartermaster's 
detail."  On  Saturday  morning  he  reported  in  person  that  he  had 
been  unable  to  find  any  one  to  whom  he  could  report  and  had 
therefore  carried  his  detail  to  the  Atlantic  Hotel. 

location  and  condition  of  site. 
On  Friday,  the  14th  inst.,  about  7  p.  m.,  together  with  Maj.  H.  C. 
Bragaw,  the  Adjutant,  Chaplain  and  Sergeant-Major  of  the  Regiment. 
I  arrived  at  the  camp  grounds.  On  inspection  of  the  site  early  Sat- 
urday morning,  I  found  that  the  camp  was  to  be  located  on  the  north 
bank  of  Bogue  Sound,  about  three  miles  west  of  Morehead  City,  at 
a  point  wnere  the  banks  of  the  sound  rise  nearly  perpendicular 
about  fifteen  feet  above  mean  high  water.  The  Atlantic  and  North 
Carolina  Railroad  track  runs  just  to  the  north  of  the  camp  ground, 
and  about  two  hundred  yards  from  the  guard  lines. 
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The  camp  ground  was  covered  with  a  growth  of  small  oak,  pine 
and  cedar  and  very  little  undergrowth. 

To  the  north  of  the  camp  proper,  and  between  the  guard  line  and 
the  railroad  track,  was  a  growth  of  pine,  and  considerable  under- 
growth; the  undergrowth  had  been  cut  down,  and  fire  run  through 
it,  thus  getting  rid  of  the  larger  part  of  tne  undergrowth. 

To  the  east  of  the  camp  was  a  corn  field,  to  the  west  seemed  to 
be  a  branch  or  swamp;  how  far  this  extended  I  am  unable  to  say, 
as  my  duties  did  not  permit  me  to  investigate.  The  water  along 
the  front  of  the  camp  was  shoaly,  affording  fine  bathing  facilities. 

There  was  rather  too  much  shade  in  the  camp,  otherwise  the 
location  was  good. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  railroad  track  the  growth  seemed  to  be 
largely  scrub  oak;  about  three  acres  of  this  ground  had  been  cut 
down  and  raked  off  for  a  drill  ground.  It  was  utterly  useless,  being 
too  small  to  drill  even  a  battalion  successfully,  much  less  a  regi- 
ment. 

To  the  east  of  the  camp  about  one-half  mile,  and  along  the  rail- 
i  oad  track,  we  found  an  old  field,  which  was  sodded  over  in  wire 
grass,  and  contained  some  ten  or  twelve  acres  and  made  a  fairly 
good  drill  ground,  though  that,  even,  was  too  small;  this  we  used 
after  the  first  day.  On  Saturday,  I  had  to  have  a  site,  to  the  east  of 
the  camp,  cleared  for  guard  mount.  The  work  of  cutting  down  the 
trees  was  done  by  two  men  hired  by  Sergeant  Pike,  and  the  cleaning 
up  by  the  Quartermaster's  detail,  all  under  my  orders. 

WATER. 

The  supply  of  water  was  derived  from  the  ordinary  driven  wells, 
and  so  iar  as  taste  and  appearance  went,  with  the  exception  of  one 
pump,  seemed  to  be  very  good.  I  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the 
depth  of  these   wells. 

When  I  reached  camp  on  Friday  night,  and  up  to  Saturday  at 
midday,  no  water  barrels  had  been  furnishea.  The  Quartermaster- 
General  late  Saturday  evening,  on  my  request  for  water  barrels, 
bought  anu  sent  to  me  four  vinegar  barrels,  in  which  some  greasy 
substance  had  apparently  ueen  packed,  and  two  pork  barrels.  These 
were  the  best  that  he  could  do  in  Morehead.  The  pork  barrels  were 
ordered  used  as  garbage  barrels,  the  others  we  nad  to  use  until  I 
could,  on  Monday,  get  four  empty  whiskey  barrels  from  New  Bern. 
After  this  our  water  supply  was  good.  We  used  1,800  pounds  of  ice 
a  day,  900  pounds  being  delivered  at  night,  and  900  in  the  morning. 
We  iound  it  enough,  but  not  too  much. 

CONDITION   OF  CAMP. 

Upon  inspection  of  one  camp  on  Saturday  morning,  I  found  that 
Quartermaster-Sergeant    Pike     had    laid    out     the    camp     correctly, 
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except  that  in  the  plan  given  him,  hardly  space  enough  had  been 
allowed  between  the  line  of  Majors'  and  company  officers'  tents,  and 
not  sufficient  space  between  Regimental  Headquarter  tents,  and 
the  line  of  Majors.     This  was  not  his  tault. 

I  found  erected  four  mess  sheds,  one  for  each  battalion,  and  ore 
for  headquarters.  Myselt  and  staff  were  very  glad  to  avail  our- 
selves of  one  of  them  under  which  to  sleep,  on  both  Friday  and  Sat- 
urday nights.  I  found,  also,  a  sufficient  number  of  kitchens  and 
tables  for  each  company,  and  for  headquarters.  There  were  no 
tents,  no  cooking  utensils,  no  wood,  no  rakes,  no  shovels,  no  axes, 
lime  for  sanitary  purposes.  In  fact,  nothing  but  the  earth,  the 
sky.  the  mess  sheds,  kitchens,  tables  and  some  sinks. 

About  11.30  a.  m.,  on  Saturday,  the  Quartermaster-General  arrive 
in  camp.  I  at  once  paict  my  respects  to  him,  and  made  inquiry 
to  the  whereabouts  of  the  tents,  cooking  utensils  and  straw;  he 
replied  that  they  were  en  route  and  would  probably  get  to  camp 
that  evening.  I  further  made  inquiry  as  to  the  water  barrels, 
candles,  axes,  shovels,  rakes,  torches  for  guard  lines,  lime  for  sinks, 
cots,  basins  and  buckets  for  hospitals,  and  found  none  had  been 
furnished.  The  rakes,  water  barrels  of  the  kind  hereinbeiore  stated, 
axes,  lime,  and  such  tilings  as  eould  be  had  in  Morehead,  outside  of 
the  tents,  cooking  outfit  ana  straw,  were  delivered'  to  me  at  6. SO 
p.  m.,  on  Saturday,  the  15  „h. 

TENTS. 

Thirty  wall  tents,  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  common 
tents,  and  one  hospital  tent  were  delivered  to  me  Sunday,  about 
1.30  a.  m.,  long  after  the  regiment  had  gone  into  camp. 

These  tents  were  issued  to  the  companies  Sunday  at  5  a.  m.,  and 
by  10  a.  m.  the  tents  were  pitched,  and  for  the  first  time  it  began 
to  assume  the  appearance  of  a  camp. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  tents,  the  officeis,  field,  staff  and  line,  and 
the  men,  were  compelled  to  sleep,  as  many  as  could,  under  the  mess 
halls,  the  others  in  the  open  air. 

The  Quartermaster-General  had  shipped  down  some  blankets  from 
the  arsenal;  these  blankets  were  promptly  hauled  up  to  headquarters 
and  issued.  By  this  tortunate  circumstance,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  men  were  spared  much  discomfort  and  no  little  sickness. 

On  Monday  night,  we  received  some  additional  tents,  but  never 
had  enough  officers'  or  wall  tents  for  the  regiment. 

COOKING. 

It  was  understood,  from  G.  0.  No.  16,  C.  S.,  that  ample  cooking 
arrangements  would  ,je  lurnished  for  the  several  companies,  and 
consequently  they  did  not  bring  any  cooking  utensils  with  them. 

On  Friday,  14th  inst.,  Sergeant  Killet,  of  Company  K,  bought  a 
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small  stove  at  Morehead,  the  other  companies  had  some  few  pots, 
ovens,  etc.,  and  together  they  managed,  by  cooking  all  day  Sat- 
urday and  all  night  Saturday  night,  to  get  enough  cooked  to  feed 
the  men    Saturday  night  and  Sunday  morning. 

Sunday  morning,  being  unable  to  ascertain  anything  as  to  the 
whereabouts  of  the  ovens  which  the  State  was  to  furnish,  I  sent 
to  ivxorehead  and  bought  the  necessary  stoves;  some  of  the  com- 
panies while  en  route,  hearing  of  the  condition  of  affairs,  bought 
stoves  and  brought  with  them. 

All  night  Saturday  and  Sunday,  and  until  about  8  a.  m.,  Monday, 
the  ovens  which  the  State  owned,  and  whicn  the  regiment  bauiy 
neeued,  remained  locked  in  a  freight  car  at  Morehead  City,  billed  to 
a  Mr.   Barbee,   as   I    was  afterwards   informed. 

These  ovens  were  aelivered  Monday  morning.  I  would  suggest, 
from  the  examination  that  I  was  able  to  give  to  them,  that  while 
the  Buzzacott  oven  will  do  for  tne  regular  army,  where  rations 
are  issued  and  large  quantities  of  bread,  etc.,  are  baked,  I  do  not 
believe  that  they  will  answer  the  purpose  in  the  State  Guard, 
where  the  men  are  expected  to  feed  themselves  out  of  their  own 
pockets,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  live  exceedingly  well. 

The  cooking  at  the  encampment  was  good,  and  the  food  wholesome. 
I  had  to  buy  wood  after  I  arrived  at  the  camp,  none  had  been  pro- 
vided. 

STRAW. 

The  straw  for  bedding  was  delivered  on  Monday,  and  there  seemed 
to  be  enough  for  a  regiment  of  1,300  men  for  a  whole  month.  When 
it  did  arrive  it  was  there  in  abundance. 

SINKS. 

The  sinks  were  located  to'  the  north  of  the  camp,  where  the  pre- 
vailing wind  would  carry  any  odor  away  from  the  camp.  They 
were  well  constructed,  and  were  kept  in  good  condition. 

STRENGTH    OF   THE   REGIMENT. 

On  Saturday,  14th,  about  7.30  p.  m.,  Company  C,  commanded  by 
Capt.  C.  H.  White,  reported  with  2  company  officers  and  36  enlisted 
men ;  about  9.30  p.  m.,  the  other  companies  of  the  regiment,  with 
the  exception  of  Company  B,  reported  for  duty.  All  of  the  field 
and  staff  officers  of  tne  regiment    reported  for  duty  on  Saturday.

DRILLING. 

The  drills  were  chiefly  regimental  drills  in  close  order.  I  found 
it  impracticable  to  attempt  any  exercises  in  the  extended  order. 
The  officers,  many  of  them,  were  new,  some  of  them  had  held  a  com- 
mission only  a  few  months,  and  some  only  a  few  days.  There  was 
a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  drills,  both  officers  and  men 
showed  themselves  not  only  willing  but  extremely  anxious  to  learn. 
There  were  two  drills  every  day,  one  in  the  morning  before  break- 
fast, tbe  other  in  the  afternoon.  Dress  parade  was  held  every 
afternoon,  but  owing  to  the  great  distance  from  the  camp  to  the 
drill  ground,  it  was  impracticable  to  have  full  aress  for  dress 
parade. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  tne  arrival  of  the  regiment  at  camp,  and 
the  absence  of  torcnes  for  the  guard  lines,  no  sentinels  were  posted 
until  Sunday  evening. 

Guard  was  mounted'  every  morning,  beginning  Monday,  July  17th, 
and  sentinels  walked  their  posts  both  night  and  day. 

The  improvement  in  this  work  was  equally  markea  as  in  the  drill, 
both  officers  and  men  showed  an  eagerness  to  learn  which  I  have 
never  seen  exceeded  anywhere.  I  only  regretted  that  my  other 
duties,  growing  out  of  the  condition  of  the  camp,  prevented  my 
giving  this  branch  of  instruction  that  attention  that  I  desired. 

ORDER   AND   DISCIPLINE. 

The  order  in  the  camp  was,  I  may  say,  excellent,  the  discipline 
was  good,  a  good  deal  of  harmless  fun  was  indulged  in,  but  never 
with  the  intention  of  injuring  anyone,  and  upon  a  suggestion  that 
it  was  improper,  was  at  once  stopped. 

Some  of  the  boys  engaged  in  the  pastime  of  tossing  some  parties 
in  a  blanket.  I  regretted  to  see  among  this  crowd  some  commis- 
sioned officers;  in  their  love  for  seeming  sport,  they  temporarily  lost 
sight  of  the  dignity  of  their  position,  and  what  was  due  to  the  com- 
mission they  held. 

I  found  that  t'rve  men  at  first  were  largely  ignorant  of  military 
courtesy;  this,  I  attrioute  in  great  part,  to  the  line  officers.  They 
seem  to  forget,  that  when  they  put  on  their  shoulders  straps,  that 
there  is  a  line  which  divides  them  from  the  enlisted  men,  and  while 
it  may  be  hard  to  recognize  and  observe  this  line  with  our  most 
intimate  friends  or  relatives,  if  we  are  to  have  a  regiment,  this 
military  courtesy  must  be  taught  and  learned.  It  is,  to  a  large 
extent,  the  foundation  of  discipline.     I  found  all  of  the  men    most 
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ready  at  all  times  to  render  unto  the  field  and  staff,  all  proper 
military  courtesy,  but  mey  seemed  to  neglect  it  with  their  company 
commanders.  It  seemed  that  familiarity  caused  this  difference. 
An  enlisted  man  soon  grows  tired  of  saluting  an  officer  who  con- 
stantly hangs  around  tne  tent  of  the  private  and  in  the  company 
street,  which  the  enlisted  man  rightfully  looks  upon  as  his  own 
peculiar  prerogative,  and  from  growing  tired  ceases  to  salute,  and 
soon  the  nabit  is  lost,  and  with  it  military  etiquette.  The  correc- 
tion of  this  lies  with  the  line  officers. 

CEREMONIES. 

On  Thursday  morning,  Inspector-General,  Col.  F.  P.  Hopgood. 
inspected  the  camp,  and  will  make  to  the  proper  authorities  his 
report.  Later  on  the  same  day,  the  camp  and  quarters  were  inspscted 
by  the  Adjutant-General,  and  after  inspection  the  regiment  was 
reviewed.  Immediately  following  the  review  came  dress  parade  as 
usual. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  camp  was,  on  the  whole,  excellent,  it  was  not 
surprising  that  we  had  sickness,  it  was  a  wonder  that  there  was  not 
more  than  there  was,  under  the  conditions  existing  at  the  beginning 
of  the  camp.  Another  thing  most  likely  to  bring  on  sickness  was 
the  frequent  bathing  in  the  hot  sun  immediately  after  eating  a 
hearty  meal,  but  the  splendid  physique  of  the  men  composing  the 
regiment  seemed  to  enable  them  to  overcome  all  difficulties,  and  to 
violate  with  impunity  some  at  least  of  the  ordinary  laws  of  hygiene. 
For  a  detailed  report  of  the  sickness  of  the  camp,  I  respectfully 
refer  to  the  report  of  Maj.  N.  Anderson,  Surgeon  of  the  Regiment, 
which  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "B." 

POLICING  THE  CAMP. 

Tne  sinks  were  policed  by  a  man  hired  for  that  purpose,  the  gar- 
bage was  removed  at  least  twice  a  day  by  the  garbage  carts,  the 
other  police  work  of  the  camp  was  done  by  the  men,  and  those  on 
extra  duty.  The  camp  was  inspected  every  morning  by  the  Sur- 
geon and  Officer  of  the  Day,  and  frequently  by  the  commanding  offi- 
cer.    The  camp  was  put  and  kept  in  excellent  condition. 

EQUIPMENTS. 

The  regiment  is  badly  equipped,  in  fact  we  may  say  that  it  is  not 
equipped;  many  of  the  nfles  are  absolutely  unserviceable,  the  cloth- 
ing that  has  been  sent  out  was  not  ordered,  or  sent  without  refer- 
ence to  the  size,  and  in  many  uniforms  you  might  put  two  men 
instead  of  one. 

Some  of  the  companies  had  hats,  some  caps,  some  no  bayonet 
scabbards,  some  no  leggins,  and  so  on. 
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The  regiment  should  be  fitted  out  properly;  one  regiment  well 
equipped  is  better  than  four  only  half  equipped.  When  you  take 
a  soldier  and  put  him  in  a  suit  of  clothes  three  sizes  too  large,  he 
recognizes  his  odd  appearance,  and  is  ashamed  of  himself,  and  his 
Kiiates  are  ashamed  of  him,  and  you  injure  the  esprit  de  corps 
i     the  body.     1  am  anxious  to  see  the  regiment  fitted  out  properly. 

BAND. 

It  was  impossible  to  get  a  band  for  use  at  the  camp,  therefore  1 
organized  a  drum  corps  out  of  the  field  music.  A  band  adds  greatly 
to  an  encampment,  and  as  it  is  expensive  to  keep  up  a  band,  this 
expense  should  not  fall  on  the  companies,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
the  State  should  keep  up  one  band    for  the  entire  Guard. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I  would  respectiully  suggest  that  the  system,  adopted  this  year. 
of  having  the  regiments  go  into  camp  separately,  and  at  different 
times,  be  kept  up.  This  throws  the  entire  responsibility  of  the 
camp  upon  the  Colonel,  and  it  is  the  work  of  tne  officers  which 
makes  the  camp  either  a  success  or  a  failure. 

There  is  no  probability  of  North  Carolina  ever  mobilizing  at  any 
point  more  than  a  regiment,  hence  there  is  no  reason  for  a  larger 
encampment. 

I  do  not  think  Moreheau  City  the  best  place  tor  the  encampment 
v  ext  year. 

I  would  suggest  that  instead  of  ordering  one  of  the  General  Staff 
to  have  a  camp  pitched,  which  is  not  and  can  never  become  any 
part  of  his  work,  that,  in  the  future,  the  Regimental  Quartermaster 
be  put  on  special  duty,  and  this  work  be  turned  over  to  him,  and 
Sergeant  Pike  as  his  aide. 

The  Quartermaster  is  responsible  to  his  commanding  officer  for 
the  way  in  which  he  performs  his  duty,  the  Colonel  is  responsible 
to  the  Commander-in-chief,  and  to  the  State. 

I  desire  to  thank  ivlr.  Dan.  W.  Patrick  and  Capt.  S.  L.  Dill,  the 
courteous  and  efficient  officers  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  for  the 
many  favors  extended  to  me,  and  through  me  to  the  regiment,  dur- 
ing  the  encampment.  All  that  we  had  to  do  was  to  ask  a  favor  and  it 
was  granted.  It  is  the  kindly  acts  of  such  courteous  men  as  these 
that  helped  us  to  overcome  the  obstacles  that  we  encountered. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  regi- 
ment for  the  patience  with  which  they  met  and  endured  all  hard- 
ships, the  skill  and  courage  they  showed  in  overcoming  them. 

In  every  effort  of  mine  to  make  the  encampment  a  success,  I  had 
their  hearty  support  and  encouragement. 

They  performed  every  duty  with  a  true  soldierly  spirit,  and  met 
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every  obstacle  by  overcoming  it,  and  where  all  have  done  so  well 
it  seems  invidious  to  mention  any  one,  but  1  can  not  refrain  from 
expressing  my  high  appreciation  of  the  most  excellent  work  done 
by  Capt.  B.  J.  Wooten,  the  Adjutant  of  the  regiment.  He  was  equal 
to  every  call,  and  too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  him  for  his 
work. 

The  medical  officers  are  entitled  to  much  praise,  for  leaving  their 
practice,  and  attending,  free  of  charge,  me  sick. 

Sergeant  Pike,  as  ue  has  done  at  so  many  encampments  hereto- 
fore, proved  himself  invaluable,  and  everything  that  was  entrusted 
to  him  was  well  done,  ana  what  is  equally  as  important  in  military 
matters,  done  in  its  proper  time.

Order  No.  5.     By  G.  0.  No.  16  C.  S. 

The  Second  Regiment  has  been  ordered  into  camp  at  Morehead 
City  for  seven  clays,  commencing  July  15,  1899. 

2.  Transportation  will  be  furnished  the  troops  by  the  State.  The 
Adjutant-General  has  made  arrangements  tor  the  transportation  of 
troops,  and  he  will  in  due  time  forward  to  the  several  company  com- 
manders requisitions  upon  the  transportation  companies  for  trans- 
portation. The  company  commanders  will  include  in  their  requisi- 
tion and  certificate  necessary  transportation  for  the  field  and  staff 
officers  residing  at  their  several  posts.  All  troops  will  be  transported 
by  the  shortest  practicable  route.  Subject  to  modification  by  order 
from  the  Adjutant-General's  office.  Company  C  will  move  from 
Wilmington  to  New  Bern,  direct  over  Wilmington  &  New  Bern  Rail- 
road, on  the  morning  of  the  15th  instant;  companies  D,  H,  M,  and  L 
will  mobilize  at  Goldsboro,  reporting  to  Major  Gulick  as  soon  as 
they  reach  Goldsboro,  and  from  Goldsboro  will  proceed  to  the  camp 
under  his  command;  companies  E,  F,  and  I  will  rhobilize  at  Ply- 
mouth, reporting  to  Major  Bond,  and  proceed  thence  to  Parmele, 
where  they  will  be  joined  by  Company  B,  who  will  also  report  to 
Major  Bond,  and  where  the  battalion  under  his  command  will  pro- 
ceed to  the  camp  grounds.  Company  K  will  report  at  Goldsboro 
temporarily  to  Major  Gulick,  and  proceed  with  his  battalion  to 
camp,  where  it  will  report  to  Major  Bragaw.  Companies  A  and  G 
will    mobilize    at    Parmele,    reporting    to    Major    Bragaw,    and    will 
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thence  proceed  to  Morehead,  being  joined  at  New  Bern  by  Company 
C.  The  ranking  line  officer  present  will  be  in  command  of  troops 
while  en  route. 

3.  All  battalion  and  company  commanders,  upon  their  arrival  at 
camp,  immediately  report  to  the  regimental  commander,  giving 
effective  strength  aid  number  and  rank  of  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates.  Staff  officers  will  report  in  person  to  the 
regimental  commander,  immediately  atter  their  arrival. 

4.  The  several  companies  composing  the  regiment  must  attend 
camp  with  at  least  75  per  cent  of  their  muster-rolls.  Any  company 
failing  to  do  so  will  be  liable  to  be  disbanded. 

5.  Company  commanders  will  see  that  their  men  do  not  carry 
excessive  baggage.  No  citizens  clothing  will  be  taken  to  or  ivorn 
in  camp.  All  troops  will  take  to  camp,  in  addition  to  their  arms 
and  accoutrements,  undress  uniforms,  blankets,  leggins,  campaign 
hats  and  caps.  While  straw  will  be  issued  for  bedding,  it  is  advised 
that  troops  take  to  camp  light  folding  cots  suitable  for  use  without 
mattresses.  Transportation  for  the  same  will  be  furnished  by  the 
State.  No  boxes  or  trunks  will  be  allowed  in  company  streets.  No 
arms  except  those  issued  by  the  State  for  military  purposes  will  be 
allowed  in  camp.  No  ball  cartridges  will  be  taken  to  camp  by  any 
company,  as  all  cartridges  which  may  be  required  for  target  prac- 
tice or  other  work  will  be  furnished  by  the  State. 

6.  Company  commanders  will  take  no  enlisted  men  to  camp  who 
are  without  arms  and  uniforms,  or  can  not  remain.  Transportation 
home  prior  to  the  close  of  camp  will  be  issued  only  to  cover  leave  of 
absence  granted  upon  Surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  or  by 
reason  of  serious  illness  or  death  in  the  soldier's  family.  The  com- 
pany commanders  will  keep  all  tickets  issued  for  transportation  for 
the  return  home  of  their  respective  companies;  the  tickets  for  trans- 
portation of  field  and  staff  officers,  though  issued  upon  requisition 
of  company  officers,  will  be  delivered  to  the  field  and  staff. 

7.  Floored  tents,  straw  for  bedding,  iuel,  water,  ice  and  medicine 
will  be  provided  by  the  State.  Troops  must  provide  their  own 
rations.  There  will  be  provided  one  Buzzacott  oven  to  every  two 
companies.  Troops  will  provide  necessary  travel  rations  en  route 
to  and  from  camp. 

8.  The  Quartermaster  will  report  to  the  Quartermaster-General  at 
the  camp  on  Thursday  evening,  July  13th.  He  is  charged,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Quartermaster-General,  with  laying  out  the  camp, 
erecting  the  tents,  quartering  the  troops,  issuing  such  supplies  as 
are  furnished  by  the  Stcte,  and  providing  necessary  conveniences 
for  the  use  and  comfort  of  the  troops;  all  property  is  in  his  charge, 
and  he  will  see  that  it  is  not  damaged  or  abused  while  in  use.     He 
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will  enter  upon  t^e  active  discharge  of  his  duties  at  the  time  here- 
inbefore stated.  Each  company  commander  will  order  a  detail  of 
two  men  under  command  of  one  non-commissioned  officer,  to  report 
to  the  Quartermaster  at  Morehead  on  the  evening  of  July  the  13th. 
These  details  will  be  under  the  command  of  the  Quartermaster,  and 
subject  to  his  orders  until  the  regimental  commander  arrives  in 
camp,  they  will  assist  in  laying  out  the  camp  and  shall  perform  such 
work  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Quartermaster  or  other 
proper  authority.  J  he  Surgeon  is  charged  with  the  care  of  the  sick, 
the  hospital  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp  and  surroundings, 
and  the  Assistant  Surgeons  and  Hospital  Steward  will  immediately 
upon  their  arrival  at  camp  report  to  him  ior  orders  and  instruction. 

9.  Strict  discipline  must  be  enforced,  and  the  company  com- 
manders will  be  held  responsible  for  order  and  discipline  of  their 
companies,  and  the  battalion  commanders  for  the  order  and  discip- 
line of  their  battalion;  a.l  time  will  be  allowed  for  recreation  and 
enjoyment  which  can  be  spared  with  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
encampment :  all  officers  are  authorized  and  charged  to  have  any 
person  arrested  that  may  be  acting  in  an  unsoldierly  manner.  No 
enlisted  man  will  be  permitted  to  leave  camp  without  a  pass  in 
writing  from  his  company  commander,  approved  by  the  regimental 
commacder.  No  officer  will  be  permitted  to  leave  camp  without 
permission  of  the  commanding  officer.  There  must  always  be  at 
least  one  officers  present  in  camp  with  each  company.

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  Hospital  Report  Camp 
Shipp.  near  Morehead  City,  N.  C,  July  14th  to  22nd. 

In  obedience  to  General  Order  No.  16,  I  arrived  at  camp  on  the 
14th,  at  10  o'clock  p.  m.  The  site  of  the  camp  is  almost  ideal,  sit- 
uated in  a  splendid  grove  of  oak  and  pine,  on  a  high,  sand  bluff, 
overlooking  Rogue  Sound,  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water,  free  from 
marsh,  shores  of  hard,  clean  sand,  furnishing  excellent  bathing  at 
all  hours,  which  adds  much  to  the  health,  comfort  and  pleasure  of 
the  men. 

UpoD  approaching  camp  and  hearing  that  there  were  no  tents  or 
other  conveniences  for  the  comfort  of  the  men,  and  having  on  board 
a  very  sick  man,  Sergeant  Wiggins,  of  Company  I,  who  was  taken 
en  route,  I  directed  Surgeon-Captain  McMullen  to  go  with  him  to 
the  hotel  at  Morehead,  secure  a  room,  and  stay  by  him  till  he  was 
able  to  report  to  camp,  which  he  did  on  Tuesday,  the  17th.  As 
hereto: ore  stated,  there  were  no  tents  on  hand  until  Sunday  morn- 
ing. Thanks  to  Colonel  Rodman,  whose  first,  attention  at  all  times 
was  for  the  comfort  of  his  men,  1  was  soon  provided  with  quarters 
for  thf  care  of  the  sick.  The  hospital  tent  was  pitched  under  the 
spreading  branches  of  a  large  oak  near  the  sound  and  was  delight- 
fully pleasant  at  all  times. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  camp  was  excellent. 
The  company  streets  were  kept  clean,  and  the  waste  and  offal  from 
the  kitchen  was  put  in  retainers  and  carted  off  twice  daily.  Care- 
ful inspection  of  the  camp  was  made  at  11  o'clock  each  day.  Water 
was    furnished    from    driven    wells    conveniently    located,    and    was 
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abundant  and  of  good  quality.  Ice  was  brought  to  the  camp  in  suffi- 
cient quantity  morning  and  evening. 

There  was  but  little  sickness  at  the  camp,  none  of  a  serious 
nature,  but  was,  as  there  always  is,  many  calls  at  the  hospital  for 
the  relief  of  slight  disturbances,  mostly  due  to  indiscretion  on  the 
part  of  the  men.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  Geneial  Order  No.  16,  companies  B,  C, 
D,  B,  F,  G,  H,  and  K,  with  the  field  and  staff  officers  and  regimental 
band,  numbering  in  all  about  four  hundred  men,  went  into  camp 
near  Morehead  City,  N.  C;  the  date  of  the  encampment  being  from 
July  22nd  to  July  29,  1899.  The  camp  was  named  after  that 
patriotic  and  true  friend  of  the  State  Guard,  the  late  Lieut.  Wm.  E. 
Shipp. 

Guards  were  mounted  immediately  upon  arrival  in  camp,  and  the 
active  duties  of  camp  commenced,  Special  Order  No.  1,  (hereto 
attached),  being  strictly  adhered  to.  It  nad  been  five  years  since 
there  had  been  an  encampment,  and  necessarily  most  of  the  officers 
and  men  were  new  to  the  duties  of  camp  life,  but  thanks  to  the 
willingness  and  desire  of  both  officers  and  privates  to  learn,  the 
progress  was  most  satisfactory.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  was 
good.  There  was  no  dissipation.  The  health  of  the  camp  was  excel- 
lent and  the  troops  were  brought  to  camp  and  returned  without  a 
case  of  serious  sickness  or  an  accident. 

The  camp  was  officially  visited  by  Gen.  B.  S.  Royster,  Adjutant- 
General,  on  Thursday,  July  24th,  when  there  was  an  inspection, 
review  and  parade. 

I  am  under  obligations  to  Col.  Franklin  P.  Hobgood,  Inspector- 
General,  and  Col.  J.  C.  L.  Harris,  Acting  Adjutant-General,  for  valua- 
ble suggestions  and   aid. 

For  some  unaccountable  reason,  the  Quartermaster-General  was 
not  at  camp.  This  was  a  great  mistake,  and  one  that  cost  the  State 
quite  a  little  sum.  Col.  C.  A.  Cook,  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Prac- 
tice, and  his  assistant,  Col.  Francis  A.  Macon,  were  in  camp,  but 
owing  to  some  unexplainable  delays  of  the  Quartermaster-General's 
Department,  not  a  gun  was  fired  at  target  practice. 

The  drill  grounds  were  entirely  too  small,  and  had  been  but 
poorly  cleared,  making  it  almost  impossible  to  use  them. 

I  would  suggest  at  the  future  encampments  that  the  stay  in  camp 
be  longer.  This  would  cost  the  State  no  more,  and  a  few  days 
longer  in  camp  would  be  of  great  benefit,  both  to  officers  and  men. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  a  i'ew  words  of  thanks  and 
commendation  to  the  field,  staff  and  company  officers,  and  the 
privates,  for  their  faithful  and  conscientious  work,  and  their  efforts 
to  make  the  camp  both  profitable  and  pleasant.

Sib: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  herewith  upon  the  encampment 
(voluntary)  of  the  Second  Battalion  Naval  Brigade,  under  my  com- 
mand at  Nags  Head,  August  7th  to  14th,  inclusive. 

Camp  was  named  "Griffin"  in  honor  of  the  late  Lieutenant  Griffin, 
of  Elizabeth  City. 

The  two  Divisions  of  Elizabeth  City  and  New  Bern  were  in  camp. 

Camp  was  established  August  7th  by  the  Elizabeth  City  Division, 
under  command  of  Ensign  Abbott.  New  Bern  arrived  on  Tuesday 
and  Lieutenant-Commander  Daniels  assumed  command  of  the  camp. 

Under  my  orders  tne  12-pound  Howitzer  and  boat  stationed  at 
Elizabeth  City  were  transferred  to  the  camp  for  practice  work. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Daniels  the  following 
routine  of  duties  was  made  out  and  maintained  till  camp  broke  on 
the  14th.

I  arrived  in  camp  on  the  xOth,  and  assumed  command.  The 
watch  officers,  Lieutenant  Hill  and  Ensign  R.  C.  Abbott,  F.  F.  Mat- 
thews, Lieut.  (.J.  G.)  i.  D.  Carraway,  Assistant  Paymaster,  Lieut. 
(J.  G.)  Brad.  Saunders,  Assistant  Engineer  and  Adjutant,  E.  F.  Mar- 
tin, were  also  present,  and  did  watch  duty  when  necessary.  The 
camp  was  Doth  pleasant  and  instructive,  and  I  regret  exceedingly 
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that  Windsor  Division  could  not  attend,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they 
had  not  received  their  equipment. 

I  will  also  report  that  day  after  camp  broke  a  severe  storm  visited 
eastern  North  Carolina,  a:id  some  very  creditable  services  were 
rendered  by  the  officers  ar;d  men  who  remained  at  Nags  Head.  The 
sea  broke  through  the  beach  and  niaae  an  inlet  which  cut  off  the 
cottages  from  the  hotel.  It  became  necessary  10  carry  over  the 
inlet  about  one  hundred  women  and  children,  which  was  done  by  us, 
assisted  by  some  gentlemen  from  the  hotel,  by  means  of  ropes  and 
boats. 

No  lives  were  lost  and  great  praise  was  given  to  tho^e  who  did 
the  work  by  friends  and  relatives  of  the  rescued!  The  service  was 
performed  at  some  danger  and  great  exposure  from  tne  wind  and 
sand-storm  and  current,  which  were  very  swift.  We  were  in  water 
about  three  hours. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  the  boat  carried  down  by  Elizabeth  City 
Division  for  use  at  camp  was  severely  damaged  by  storm,  having 
stern  broken,  rail  and  bow  crushed  in.  I  estimate  tne  damage  at 
$40.00.  Boat  is  now  tied  at  dock  at  Elizabeth  City  in  a  sunken  con- 
dition. 

I  wish  to  state  that  we  are  very  much  handicapped,  not  having 
improved  guns  for  artillery  practice,  our  old  ones,  Elizabeth  City 
Division,  are  in  terrible  condition  and  unfit  ror  use,  and  New  Bern 
has  none.  I  sincerely  hope  you  will  see  that  we  are  supplied  with 
new  guns  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

Mintz,  11  men. 
making  a  total  of  9  officers  and  59  men. 

We  reached  Southport  on  Monday  evening  about  9.50  o'clock,  and 
reported  on  board  the  "Pra'rie"  immediately,  and  had  hammocks 
assigned  the  men,  and  they  were  'piped"  to  taps,  it  being  after  the 
ship's  taps  had  been  sounded  some  time. 

Anchor  was  weighed  at  6  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  23rd,  and 
course  laid  for  Cape  Lookout.  The  men  were  divided  in  3  gun 
crews  for  the  6-inch  guns  (12  men  each), and  4  crews  for  the  6-pound- 
ers,  (4  men).  Each  gun  nad  an  officer  in  command,  and  the  morning 
of  the  23d  was  consumed  in  instructions.under  Lieutenant  Hill.in  the 
construction  and  parts  of  the  guns.  In  tne  afternobn  the  same  rou- 
tine was  continued  and  aiming  drill  with  small  rifles  was  com- 
menced, each  man  making  a  target  of  3  shots.  The  men  as  a  whole 
showed  very  good  marksmanship,  but  Pearce  of  Southport,  LeGwin 
of  Wilmington,  Collins  of  Elizabeth  City,  Parker  of  Wilmington, 
Dawson  of  Kinston,  Harper  of  Kinston,  and  Fields  of  Kinston,  made 
some  remarkably  good  targets. 

The  officers  were  instructed  in  the  reading  of*  the  sextant  under 
Naval  Cadet  Frank  L.  Pinney,  to  whose  untiring  efforts  and  zealous 
interest  is  due  the  knowledge  of  navigation  which  our  officers  now 
possess. 

Wednesday,  May  24. — Cape  Hatteras  was  passed  early,  about  8 
bells,  and  course  was  laid  for  Cape  Henry  and  Charles.  The  weather 
from  Lookout  to  Hatteras  was  rather  squally,  a  northeaster  sweep- 
ing up  the  coast.  The  instructions  on  the  guns  of  the  23rd  were 
continued,  with  the  exception  that  the  6-inch  crews  went,  to  the  6- 
pounders.and  vice  versa.  During  the  afternoon  aiming  drill  was  con- 
tinued and  another  target  made.the  men  as  a  whole  showing  excellent 
marksmanship.  The  officers  were  instructed  in  meridian  altitude 
and  the  finding  of  latitude,  by  Naval  Cadet  Pinney. 

Thursday,  May  25. — The  ship  passed  Cape  Henry  and  Charles 
about  six  o'clock  the  afternoon  of  the  24th,  and  passed  into  Lynn- 
haven  and  continued  up  the  Chesapeake  Bay  until  the  mouth  of  the 
Potomac  River  was  reached,  where  anchor  was  dropped  about  11.30 
the  evening  of  the  24tn.  After  quarters  on  the  morning  of  the 
25th  the  men  were  mustered  at  the  guns  for  sub-caliber  practice, 
each  man  firing  10  shots.  The  range  was  from  five  hundred  to  six 
hundred  yards,  and  the  target  showed  the  effects  of  good  marks- 
manship.    Another  aiming  drill  was  then  held  when  the  men  made

their  third  and  last  target  of  this  series.  The  officers  were  given 
further  instructions  in  meridian  altitude,  reading  of  sextants,  etc. 

Friday,  May  26. — Sub-caliber  practice  was  continued  with  a  view 
of  ascertaining  the  speed  of  the  different  gun  crews.  The  com- 
mands "Commence  Firing"  and  "Cease  Firing"  were  given  by  bugle, 
and  a  total  of  1,136  shots  were  fired  between  5  bugle  calls,  or  approx- 
imately in  ten  to  fourteen  minutes.  To  give  an  idea  of  the  quickness 
of  some  of  the  crews:  Parker  of  Wilmington,  who  was  first  gun 
captain  of  the  forward  6-inch  gun,  of  which  I  was  in  command,  fired 
43  shots  between  two  and  three  bugle  calls,  which  was  not  an  inter- 
val of  more  than  2  minutes.  The  ship  was  anchored  off  Point  Look- 
out Lighthouse,  St.  Mary's  County,  Maryland,  in  latitude  36  degrees, 
54  minutes  and  30  seconds  north.  A  boat  crew,  consisting  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Commanders Daniels  and  Coleman,  Lieutenants  Fargusson 
and  Vick,  Lieut.  J.  G.  Mintz,  Ensign  Lewis  and  Naval  Cadet  Pinney 
secured  the  whaleboat  of  me  "Prairie"  and  pulled  over  to  Point 
Lookout  Lighthouse,  about  two  and  one-half  to  three  miles  from 
where  the  ship  lay,  and  secured  fresh  fish  and  milk  for  the  ward- 
room mess.     This  was  the  only  party  who  landed  during  the  cruise. 

Officers  were  instructed  further  in  meridian  altitude. 

Saturday,  May  27. — Anchor  was  weighed  at  6  o'clock,  and  ship  pre- 
pared to  go  outside  ior  full  charge  practice.  The  three-winged  tar- 
get was  placed  at  a  range  of  from  one  thousand  one  hundred  to  one 
thousand  four  hundred  yards,  and  6  shots  were  fired  from  each  of 
the  6-inch  guns,  and  50  shots  each  from  the  6-pounders.  While  the 
marksmanship  was  not  as  good  as  while  lying  in  quiet  waters,  still 
some  very  fair  shooting  was  done,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  majority  of  the  Naval  Militia  on  board  had  never  heard  a  full 
charge  report,  the  shooting  was  creditable.  Officers  were  instructed 
in  finding  position  by  dead  reckoning  and  meridian  altitude,  by 
Naval  Cadet  Pinney. 

Sunday,  May  28. — Work  of  all  kind  was  "piped  down"  after  Quar- 
ters in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  Lieutenant  Hill  made  general 
inspection. 

Officers  "caught"  the  sun  at  noon  with  sextants. 

Monday,  May  29. — Examination  was  held  in  infantry  drill  of  one 
company,  52  men,  under  Lieutenant-Commander  Coleman,  assisted 
by  Lieut.  J.  G.  Hargett  and  Ensign  Lewis.  Owing  to  the  cramped 
space  in  which  the  men  had  to  drill,  same  was  not  at  all  creditable, 
the  Southport  men  being  especially  green.  I  would  suggest  that 
Lieutenant  Fargusson  be  instructed  to  give  his  men  thorough  train- 
ing in  infantry  tactics,  as  I  understand  they  have  not  been  having 
same.  Lieutenant  Hill  also  examined  the  men  as  to  their  knowledge 
of  the  Physical  Drill.     This  drill  was  also  conducted  by  Lieutenant- 
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Commander  Coleman,  and  was  very  creditable.  Of  the  Quarter- 
masters Parker  and  Peschau  were  the  only  men  who  knew  anything 
about  the  wig-wag,  and  they  both  showed  themselves  very  proficient, 
and  I  think  received  the  approbation  of  Lieutenant  Hill.  I  would 
also  suggest  in  this  connection  that  the  commanding  officers  of  each 
Division  be  instructed  to  devote  a  portion  of  their  drill  period  to 
instructing  men  in  wig-wag,  especially  their  Quartermasters.  After 
the  conclusion  of  the  examination,  the  "Prairie"  was  run  down  to 
Frying  Pan  Shoals,  where  she  drifted  around  ior  several  hours, 
Commander  Mackenzie  allowing  everyone  to  fish.  Everybody  had 
excellent  luck,  consequently  the  messes  of  the  ship  all  had  an  ele- 
gant bait  of  fresh  fish,  Commander  Mackenzie  seeming  to  enjoy  the 
sport  as  much  as  anyone. 

Tuesday,  May  30.— Anchor  was  weighed,  and  we  made  the  bar  by 
11.30,  and'  were  at  anchor  in  Southport,  just  off  the  hotel,  at  12 
o'clock.  The  "Wilmington"  came  alongsiae  at  2.15,  and  took  the 
Reserves   aboard,   and    reached   Wilmington    at   5    p.    m.,    Tuesday, 

May  3utn. 

Under  the  head  of  general  remarks,  I  think  it  appropriate  to  state 
that  our  Quartermasters  stood  their  watches  and  the  officers  also  did 
their  tricks  in  connections  to  the  regular  men  of  the  ship.  The 
green  men  were  also  given  a  "dummy"  lead  for  practice  in  throwing 
same.  The  cruise  as  a  whole,  1  consider  very  successful,  and  the 
most  instructive  ever  neld  by  the  North  Carolina  Naval  Brigade. 

Lieutenant  Hill  requested  that  1  present  his  compliments  to  your 
good  self,  and  Commander  Mackenzie  also  requested  to  be  remem- 
bered. 

The  officers,  as  a  whole,  were  exceedingly  clever  and  courteous, 
and  as  a  slight  token  of  their  appreciation,  the  Naval  Militia  officers 
"did  the  honors"  at  lunch  on  Tuesday,  30th,  by  placing  the  Mumm's 
on  the  table.  Lieutenant-Commander  Rittenhouse,  the  Executive 
Officer  of  the  "Prairie,"  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  "Prairie's" 
officers  in  a  few  well-chosen  remarks,  extemporaneously  made. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  mention  of  the  kindness 
and  geniality  of  the  clever  Navigator,  Ldeut.  Truxton,  who  very 
cleverly  gave  a  demonstration  on  the  searchlight  on  Friday  even- 
ing, the  26ch. 

The  Divisions  all  leave  for  their  homes  to-day,  and  I  think  the 
cruise  of  '99  will  always  be  held  in  pleasant  remembrance. 

The  only  drawback  feature  of  the  cruise  was  the  fact  that  the  ship 
touched  at  no  port.  The  men  would  have  been  perfectly  satisfied 
had  they  been  given  a  few  hours  shore  liberty  at  some  city  on  the 
coast,  as  the  majority  of  them  were  giving  up  their  entire  summer 
vacation  to  remain  at  sea  this  period,  and  I  doubt  if  they  would  do 
so  again  unless  the  ship  touched  at  some  one  port  during  its  trip. 
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• 

Commander  Morse  will  doubtless  make  you  a  report  more  com- 
plete in  details,  but  I  thought  it  best  that  you  should  be  made  aware 
of  the  general  facts  of  the  instruction  cruise. 

The  officers  as  a  whole  picked  up  quite  a  little  knowledge  of  nav- 
igation, and  their  findings  of  latitudes  were  at  no  time  very  much 
out  from  the  navigators,  varying  from  15  seconds  to  54  seconds, 
while  in  some  few  cases  they  were  two  or  three  minutes  out,  which 
could  be  traced  by  to  the  index  correction  of  the  instrument.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  SMALL  ARMS 
PRACTICE. 


State  of  North  Carolina, 
Office  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice, 

Warrexton,  August  25,  1899. 

Brigadier- General  B.  S.  Royster, 

Adjutant-General  North  Carolina  State  Guard. 

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report,  pursuant 
to  the  Special  Orders  No.  7,  July  12,  1809,  as  follows: 

On  July  17,  18!)!),  I.  together  with  Maj.  F.  A.  Macon, 
Assistant  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  reached 
Camp  Wm.  E.  Shipp,  near  Morehead,  and  proceeded  at 
once  to  iuspect  the  range,  pit,  etc.  I  found,  that  no 
preparation  whatsoever  had  been  made  for  the  rifle  prac- 
tice. Since  the  last  encampment  the  rear  embankment 
of  the  pit  has  settled  about  two  feet,  the  front  embank- 
ment had  caved  in  and  settled  about  two  and  a  half  feet. 
The  range  was  grown  up  in  pine  and  other  bushes  from 
four  to  six  feet  high. 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th,  having  learned  that  Col. 
J.  W.  Harden,  Quartermaster-General,  was  not  in  camp, 
but  in  Raleigh,  I  wired  him  to  Raleigh  as  follows: 
"Range  and  rifle  pit  in  bad  condition,  five  or  six  laborers 
can  do  the  work  in  about  two  days,  immediate  atten- 
tion necessary.1 '  And,  upon  inquiry,  I  found  that  none 
of  the  supplies  had  reached  camp;  so  I  then,  on  same 
day,  wired  Colonel  Harden  at  Raleigh:  "Send  supplies 
for  Small  Arms  Practice;  none  here.  Send  targets, 
frames,  pasters,  disks,  danger  signals,  etc.  Send  John 
Lawhoru,  of  Wrightsville,  here  immodiately. "  I  was 
then  informed  by  Col.  J.  C.  L.  Harris  that  Colonel  Har- 
den said:  "Supplies  for  target  practice  were  sent  down 
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yesterday  (July  17)."  And  having  waited  for  their 
arrival,  in  vain,  on  July  22  I  wired  Colonel  Harden: 
"  Target  practice  supplies  have  not  reached  here.  Your 
immediate  attention  is  urgently  requested;  answer." 
And  received  answer  on  same  day,  22d:  "Everything 
in  Arsenal  forwarded  to  encampment  this  morning." 

On  night  of  22d,  Saturday,  the  disks,  danger  signals 
and  skirmish  targets  (which  were  not  needed)  came; 
but  targets,  target  frames,  etc.,  did  not  come  I  there- 
upon applied  for  a  detail  to  go  to  Raleigh  for  the  sup- 
plies needed,  who  returned  on  the  night  of  the  25th 
with  only  a  fractional  part  of  one  target  frame  (there 
are  4,  all  of  which  are  necessary  for  efficient  practice), 
and  a  box  containing  the  screws,  books  and  some  pasters. 
I  thereupon,  on  the  26th,  wired  Colonel  Harden:  "Frac- 
tional part  only  of  one  target  frame  came.  Impossible 
to  have  target  practice  without  necessary  supplies  and 
preparation,  which  have  not  yet  been  furnished  me." 
In  the  meantime,  with  the  permission  of  General  Roys- 
ter,  I  had  caused  the  range  to  be  cleared  off  and  the  em- 
bankment prepared  for  the  work  of  repairs.  But  the 
supplies  did  not  come,  and  it  was  impossible  to  have 
any  rifle  practice  at  all,  to  the  great  disappointment  and 
disadvantage  of  the  two  Regiments,  Major  Macon  and 
myself. 

On  the  morning  of  the  27th,  Major  Macon  and  I  re- 
turned home  without  having  been  able  to  accomplish 
anything  whatsoever  in  the  Department  of  Small  Arms 
Practice.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  DUTY. 


REPORT  FROM  WAYNESVILLE. 


Waynes ville,   N.  C,  August  £7,  1899. 
To  the  Adjutant-General  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report 
as  to  duties  performed,  per  instruction  by  telegram, 
August  25,  1899: 

Your  telegram  was  received  at  3  o'clock  p.  m. 
the  25th,  and  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.  (just  one  hour  after 
receipt  of  telegram)  I  reported  to  the  sheriff  of  Hay- 
wood County.  He  ordered  me  to  place  a  guard  around 
the  prison,  which  I  did.  We  had  a  double-guard 
line  around  the  prison  all  night.  We  also  had  out  pickets 
on  the  road  leading  to  town,  so  as  not  to  be  surprised. 
We  performed  regular  guard  duty  until  Sunday  even- 
ing, when  we  were  relieved  by  the  sheriff.  The  mob 
was  reported  to  be  on  the  way,  only  2  miles  out  of  town, 
but  hearing  the  prison  was  heavily  guarded  they  never 
came  nearer.  I  had  39  men  on  duty  most  of  the  time. 
All  kinds  of  rumors  were  around  and  excitement  ran 
high  for  some  time,  but  no  attempt  was  made  to  take 
the  prisoner.  My  men  were  held  under  arms  from  Fri- 
day evening,  August  25,  1899,  until  Sunday  evening, 
August  27,  1899.  The  sheriff  then  being  reliably  in- 
formed that  the  mob  was  dispersed,  or,  rather,  dis- 
banded, and  thinking  there  would  be  no  further  at- 
tempt to  organize  a  mob,  relieved  me  from  duty  at  3.30 
o'clock  p.  m.  Sunday,  August  2T,  1899.  Every thing 
has  become  quiet,  and  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any 
further  attempt  at  a  lynching.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  orders  received  September 
21,  1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

I  reported  to  sheriff  at  Carolina  Central  Depot  Satur- 
day morning,  September  23,  with  a  detail  of  20  men 
and  1  commissioned  officer  besides  myself.  At  Stanley 
Creek  we  took  private  conveyances  to  Dallas,  arriving 
there  about  11.30  a.  m.  safe  with  prisoner.  After  sen 
tence  was  passed  on  prisoner  the  shetiff  thought  it  best 
not  to  return  with  prisoner  by  Stanley  Creek,  so  sheriff, 
myself  and  detail  of  5  men  took  prisoner  to  Lincolnton 
over  the  Narrow  Guage,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  detail  at 
Dallas  under  command  of  Lieut.  G.  L.  Neice,  with  in- 
structions to  return  via  Stanley  Creek,  and  there  wait 
for  me.  The  sheriff  took  prisoner  to  Newton  and  from 
there  to  Raleigh,  leaving  myself  and  detail  at  Lincoln- 
ton.  I  found  the  rest  of  the  detail  that  night  at  Stanley 
Creek,  arriving  in  Charlotte  at  8.20  September  23. 

The  sheriff  paid  all  expanses  except  the  railroad  fare 
from  Charlotte  to  Stanley  Creek  and  return.

The  following  act  of  the  General  Assembly  is  published  for  the 
information  and  government  of  all  concerned: 

AN  ACT   TO  AMEND   AN  ACT   TO   ESTABLISH   AND   PROVIDE 
FOR  THE  MILITIA  AND  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  AND  MAINTE- 
NANCE OF  THE  STATE  GUARD,  RATIFIED  MARCH  6,  1893. 
The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  sec.  2  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  That  the 
white  and  colored  militia  shall  be  separately  enrolled,  but  shall  never 
be  compelled  to  serve  in  the  same  organization :  Provided,  that  no 
organization  of  colored  troops  shall  be  permitted  while  white 
troops  are  available,  and  that  when  permitted  to  be  organized,  col- 
ored troops  shall  be  under  command  of  white  officers. 

Sec.  2.  That  sec.  10  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  Adju- 
tant-General shall  be  chief  of  staff  and  commander  of  the  brigade 
of  three  regiments  now  constituting  the  State  Guard,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,000,  and  whenever  the  brigade 
is  called  into  active  service  he  shall  be  entitled  to  detail  and  appoint, 
for  the  time  being,  2  lieutenants  as  aides-de-camp.  The  Quarter- 
master-General shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $500. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  last  sentence  of  sec.  11  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  The  Adjutant-General  shall  be  allowed  all  such  necessary 
expenses  as  may  be  incurred  in  printing,  clerk  hire,  making  the 
blank  forms,  books,  orders  and  reports  required  in  his  office,  not  to 
exceed  $1,000. 
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Sec.  4.  That  sec.  13  be  amended  to  require  that  enlistments  shall 
be  made  for  three  instead  of  five  years. 

Sec.  5.  That  sec.  20  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  That  when- 
ever it  may  be  necessary  to  organize  the  State  Guard  in  more  than 
one  brigade  the  commanders  of  such  brigades  shall  be  des'grated  by 
the  Governor,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  the  aides-de-camp  authorized 
by  sec.  2  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  sec.  21  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  That  com- 
pany officers  and  officers  of  the  divisions  of  the  Naval  Battalion  shall 
be  elected  biennially  on  the  last  Thursday  in  November  by  the  writ- 
ten votes  of  the  enlisted  men  of  their  commands.  That  field  officers 
of  regiments  and  battalions  and  officers  of  corresponding  grades  in 
the  Naval  Battalion  shall  be  similarly  elected  by  company  officers 
quadrennially  on  the  first  Thursday  in  December. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  last  clause  of  sec.  33  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: If  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  absent  himself  from  any  mili- 
tary dirties  required  by  orders  or  regulations,  without  having 
obtained  the  permission  or  his  commanding  officer,  or  without  an 
excuse  satisfactory  to  his  commanding  officer,  he  shall  be  brought 
to  trial,  if  an  enlisted  man  or  company  officer,  before  his  company 
officers,  or  remaining  company  officers,  as  the  case  may  be;  if  a 
field  officer,  before  the  remaining  field  officers  of  his  regiment  who, 
under  oath  to  duly  administer  justice,  which  oath  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  junior  officer,  shall  determine  the  matter,  and,  if 
adjudged  guilty,  these  officers  shall  impose  a  fine  of  rot  exceeding 
$5,  and,  if  said  fine  is  not  promptly  paid,  the  offender,  if  an  enlisted 
man,  may  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
five  days,  and  the  company  commander's  commitment  to  jail,  in 
such  case,  shall  be  duly  recognized  by  the  county  sheriff.  If  the 
delinquent  is  an  officer  the  matter  shall  be  reported  for  the  action 
of  higher  authority:  Provided,  that  fines  collected  from  enlisted 
men  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  credit  of  the  companies  to  which 
they  belong,  to  be  used  for  its  current  expenses,  and  tnat  fines  paid 
by  officers  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Paymaster-General  for  the 
use  of  the  State  Guard:  Provided,  further,  that  the  principles  of 
discipline  herein  set  forth  shall  apply  to  the  Naval  Battalion  in 
assimilated  grades. 

Sec.  8.  That  sec.  36  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  There  shall 
be  allowed  annually  to  each  commander  of  a  regiment  and  of  the 
Naval  Battalion  the  sum  of  $100,  with  which  to  defray  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  There 
shall  be  allowed  annually  to  each  company  and  naval  division  in 
the  State  Guard  not  exceeding  thirty-six  companies  of  infantry  and 
eight  divisions  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  which  complies  with  the  law 
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a"d  regulations  relating  thereto,  and,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Inspector-General,  the  sum  of  $250,  and  to  a  detachment  of 
artillery,  under  like  restrictions,  the  sum  of  $100,  to  be  appl  ed  to 
the  payment  of  armory  rent,  insurance,  and  other  necessary 
expenses  of  the  company,  division  or  detachment,  and  an  itemized 
statement  of  receipts  from  every  source,  showing  how  the  same  has 
been  expended,  shall,  on  December  1st  of  each  year,  be  rendered  to 
the  Paymaster-General.  These  appropriations  shall  be  paid  in 
semi-annual  installments,  but  shall  not  be  paid  unless  the  company, 
division  or  detachment  shall  perform  all  the  drills  and  parades 
required  by  law,  and,  at  the  annual  inspection  thereof,  shall  have 
paraded  with  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  its  enrolled  active 
members:  Provided,  that  such  companies,  divisions  or  detachments 
shall  be  located  on  lines  of  railroad,  steamboat  or  telegraphic  com- 
munication, and:  Provided,  further,  that  no  larger  amount  shall 
be  expended  or  appropriated  under  this  act,  including  salaries,  office 
expenses,  and  expenses  of  encampments  and  practice  marches,  than 
the  sum  of  ($16,000)  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  That  sec.  37  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  Com- 
mander-in-Chief may  annually  order  into  camp  or  on  practice 
marches  such  portion  of  the  State  Guard  as  he  sees  proper.  The 
period  of  such  encampment  or  practice  march  shall  not  exceed  ten 
days,  including  the  time  travelling  to  and  from  camp  of  mobiliza- 
tion: Provided,  that  in  place  of  encampment  or  practice  marches 
the  Naval  Battalion  may  perform  service  afloat. 

Sec.  10.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  act  shall  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  1  Chaplain  with  the  rank  of 
Captain,  1  Sergeant-Major,  1  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  1  Commissary- 
Sergeant,  3  Battalion  Sergeant-Majors,  3  Hospital  Stewards  and  12 
companies,  each  company  consisting  of  1  Captain,  1  First  Lieutenant, 
1  Second  Lieutenant,  1  First  Sergeant,  1  Quartermaster-Sergeant,  4 
Sergeants,  6  Corporals,  2  musicians,  and  not  exceeding  forty-six 
privates.

That  sec.  5  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "each 
battalion"  in  line  1  and  inserting  the  words  the  battalion  as  now 
organized,  and  add  at  the  bottom  of  this  section  the  commander-in- 
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chief  shall  have  the  power  to  authorize  additional  officers  and  pre- 
scribe their  rank  if  the  exigencies  of  the  service  demand. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

His  services  in  this 
position  were  always  valuable  and  satisfactory.  Major  Hart 
was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  ses- 
sion of  1898,  and  was  appointed  by  the  Speaker  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.
